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Taiwan rescue crews speed 
efforts in typhoon aftermath 
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Footprint of future:

Aug. 15, 2019 — Typhoon Kaibutsu ravages a for- 
eign country. Hundreds of thousands are left home- 
less and hungry. 

The nation desperately needs humanitarian sup- 
plies and services, but a tense political situation rules 
out a large U.S. military base of operations on shore. 

The storm obliterated the ports, making tradition- 
al supply offloading impossible. 

Forty miles out in the ocean, the U.S. military sets 
up a floating base with 14 ships and thousands of 
troops. 

Amphibious landing craft and helicopters deliver 
food, water, trucks and more — all of it pre-sorted 
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Offshore sea bases 


at sea. 

A few weeks later, the mission is complete and the 
base simply sails away. 

This imagined humanitarian scenario might one 
day be possible if the U.S. Navy completes its plans to 
establish futuristic floating bases at sea. 

Today’s ships can get thousands of troops and sup- 
plies to shore for war pre-positioning and humani- 
tarian aid efforts, but not without creating a giant 
footprint that could serve as a magnet for local op- 
position to the United States. 


The solution heralded by the top brass at the Navy © 


and Marine Corps — and even among a few in the 
Army — is to place most of that footprint in the ocean 
with “sea bases.”

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Soldier convicted of killing 
4 lraqis receives 40 years

GRAFENWOHR, Germany — The 
life sentence of a U.S. soldier convicted 
for the execution-style killings of four 
bound and blindfolded Iraqi detainees 
has been reduced to 40 years, military 
officials announced 
Friday. 

Col. Charles A. 
Preysler, acting 
commander of the 
Joint Multinational 
Training Com- 
mand, reduced the 
sentence of Master 
Sgt. John Hatley, # 
41, last week with- 
out comment. 

In April, a mili- 
tary jury convicted Hatley of pre- 
meditated murder and conspiracy 
to commit premeditated murder for 
the 2007 killings near Baghdad. Ac- 
cording to evidence and testimony 
presented at Hatley’s trial, the Iraqis 
were taken into custody after an ex- 
change of fire with Hatley’s unit, al- 
though there wasn’t enough evidence 
to hold them for attacking the unit.

Air Force may buzz Afghan enemy 


Avoiding bomb 
use aimed at 
building local 
Support for war

SHAW AIR FORCE BASE, S.C. 
— A new military approach in 
Afghanistan may mean buzzing 
rather than bombing the enemy, 
according to the general taking 
over the air war there. 

It’s known as irregular war- 
fare, designed to protect local 
people and then enlist their help 
defeating Taliban insurgents, Air 
Force Lt. Gen. Gilmary Hostage 
said Thursday. 

“The first thing we do is fly over 
head, and the bad guys know air- 


power is in place and oftentimes 
that’s enough. That ends the fight; 
they vamoose,” said Hostage, who 
will direct the air battle over Iraq 
and Afghanistan. “The A-10 has a 
very distinct sound. The cannon 
on an A-10 is horrifically capa- 
ble and our adversaries know it. 
When they hear the sound of an 
A-10, they scatter.” 





Hostage says the Air Force can 
easily drop bombs with pinpoint 
accuracy. 

But in some cases, it may be 
better to fly over enemy forces 
with noisy warplanes to get them 
to disperse first, then try more 
force if that doesn’t work. 

Hostage said he supports the 
new U.S. commander in Af-

jets like this A-10 
Thunderbolt Il may 
buzz rather than 
bomb insurgents in 
Afghanistan as the 
military switches to 
irregular forms of 
warfare.

ghanistan, Army Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, who is shifting the 
philosophy toward irregular 
warfare. 

“The challenge with irregular 
warfare is to empower and enable 
the people to the point where they 
don’t allow the adversary to hide 
in amongst them,” Hostage said. 
“Tt really is a long-term effort.”

Later that night, the detainees 
were bound, blindfolded and shot 
before their bodies were dumped 
into a canal near Baghdad. 

The Army did not specify when 
Hatley will be eligible for parole. 
The former senior NCO will be 
dishonorably discharged and re- 
duced in rank to private. 

No Iraqi officials were avail- 
able Friday to comment on the 
reduction of Hatley’s sentence. 

Hatley is the third soldier impli- 
cated in the killings to be granted 
clemency. In June, JMTC’s then- 
commander, Brig. Gen. David R. 
Hogg, reduced the sentences of 
Sgt. Michael Leahy Jr. and Set. 
1st Class Joseph P. Mayo to 20 
years in prison. 

Leahy was initially sentenced 
to life in prison while Mayo, who 
had pleaded guilty to premedi- 
tated murder and conspiracy to 
commit premeditated murder, 
had received a 35-year sentence 
under a pretrial agreement. Both 
men are now eligible for parole in 


seven years. 

All three cases are continuing 
through the appellate process, of- 
ficials said. 

Members of Hatley’s unit — 
from the Germany-based Compa- 
ny A, 1st Battalion, 18th Infantry 
Regiment, 2nd “Dagger” Brigade 
— testified during his court-mar- 
tial that the killings were com- 
mitted out of frustration, partly 
due to the release of several other 
Iraqi detainees who were be- 
lieved responsible for the deaths 
of some soldiers in the unit. 

During the court-martial, 
Capt. John Riesenberg, assistant 
government trial counsel, told the 
jury members that their sentence 
should be aimed at stopping other 
soldiers from committing similar 
crimes. 

“Send a message to the world 
that this is an army that recogniz- 
es that it is different, that Ameri- 
can soldiers just don’t do this,” 
Riesenberg said. “They don’t ex- 
ecute detainees in the middle of 
the night by shooting them in the 
back of the head when they are 
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bound and blindfolded and dump 
their bodies in a canal.” 

It was Hatley’s idea to kill the 
detainees, Riesenberg said dur- 
ing the trial. 

“A first sergeant in the U.S. 
Army came up with the idea to 
commit a brutal execution-style 
murder of detainees and he did 
it with his own men,” Riesenberg 
said. “He failed them, the Army, 
the Iraqi people and the Ameri- 
can war effort.” 

Despite the verdict, former 
Company A members have re- 
mained loyal to Hatley and the 
other two soldiers convicted in 
the killings. 

In Diwaniyah, Iraq, Staff Set. 
Clifford Gabriel, 30, of Pen Argyl, 
Pa., a former member of Com- 
pany A who testified at Hatley’s 
trial in Vilseck, Germany, said 
the convictions were fair but that 
they don’t change his view of his 
former comrades. 

“Hatley is a great leader and 
a great soldier,’ Gabriel said last 
month. “If he was back on active 
duty, I would go anywhere with 


him.” 

Another former Company A 
soldier, Sgt. Nicolas Diaz, 31, of 
Patterson, N.J., described Hatley 
as a father figure to his men who 
was deeply affected by the death 
of six of his soldiers in Baghdad. 

“T understand how he felt and 
the reason why he did it (killed 
the detainees),” Diaz said. “It was 
pretty traumatic for many of us, 
losing really close friends.” 

Preysler’s decision will allow 
Hatley’s wife, Kim, to maintain 
some of her military benefits 
while the appeals process contin- 
ues, officials said. 

Reached via e-mail on Friday, 
Kim Hatley said she was “disap- 
pointed” with the decision. 

“Please note that these alleged 
detainees were indeed [insur- 
gents],” she wrote. “Insurgents 
kill and maim our American sol- 
diers in the most horrific ways. If 
anyone views my husband’s sen- 
tence with indifference, then they 
are un-American.”

“When you have less boots on ground for 
logistic forces, you have less resentment for 
American forces,” said Robert Button, a 
Rand Corporation senior analyst, who has 
explored seabasing capabilities in Defense 
Department-backed studies. 

Seabasing isn’t a new idea. Aircraft car- 
riers function like floating bases, and cargo 
ships have long positioned themselves off- 
shore to support land operations. 

However, the Navy’s seabasing concept 
is on a grander yet more efficient scale, and 
the service says it’s critical to its 21st-cen- 
tury vision. 

The self-contained sea base squadron, a 
concept known as the Maritime Preposi- 
tioning Force (Future), could carry several 
dozen helicopters, thousands of trucks and 
all the armored vehicles found in a Marine 
or Army brigade. 

It also would carry millions of square 
feet in supplies and berthing for thousands 
of troops. 

The ships could then seamlessly transfer 
troops and supplies to amphibious landing 
craft, or send them to shore on helicopters. 

Most importantly, if less glamorous, the 
sea base’s ships could use recently devel- 
oped technology to sort through tons of 
supplies at sea and deliver custom supply 
packages to shore in a fraction of the time 
it takes now. 

Officials say the full vision won’t be real- 
ized until at least sometime during the next 
decade, and some technological challenges 
remain. 

In the meantime, some of the required 
pieces are rolling off assembly lines and 
entering the fleet right now. 


Putting the pieces together 


A future sea base squadron and its 
14-odd ships — including flight decks, 
cargo holds and amphibious landing craft 
— would set up 30 to 125 miles offshore 
and then deploy and sustain thousands 
of Marine expeditionary brigade troops, 
complete with heavy-armored vehicles and 
rotary aircraft. 

In its top-shelf version, Button said, it 
would include three amphibious assault 
ships that function as helicopter carriers. 

They would carry about 40 helicopters 
and 48 tilt-rotor Osprey aircraft. 

The assault ships also can produce 
200,000 gallons of water per day and store 
double that amount to sustain troops. 

Cargo ships play the next crucial role, 
one type of which represents the biggest 
technological leap available today. 

The Lewis and Clark-class T-AKE ship, 
several of which have been delivered al- 
ready to the Navy’s Military Sealift Com- 
mand, has eased the logistical nightmare of 
sorting through tons of cargo. 

Most Navy ships are “dense-packed,” 
meaning cargo is stuffed as tightly as pos- 
sible. It can be unloaded only in the reverse 
order it was packed. If troops need that 
first crate, they might have to wait a few 
weeks for all of the crates to be offloaded 
at a port. 

The T-AKE can eliminate that wait by 
using automated crate selection, said Jim 
Strock, director of the seabasing integra- 
tion division at the Marine Corps Combat 
Development Command, at Quantico, Va. 

The T-AKE can hold more than a million 
gallons of oil and has about 900,000 cubic 
feet of cargo capacity. 

The future sea base squadron would 
include three of these ships. It would also 
include two older cargo ships capable of 
rolling cargo off ramps to smaller ships. 
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The Mobile Landing Platform, which is still in the design phase, is a crucial piece in 
fulfilling the military’s vision of seabasing. It could include a helicopter landing area, 
berthing for hundreds of troops and attachments for amphibious landing craft that 
would send troops and supplies ashore. It would also act as a bridge between the 


cargo vessels and the landing craft. 


The older ships would be retrofitted to 
carry roughly 202,000 tons of cargo and 
berthing for 850 troops each, according to 
a 2007 study by the Rand National Defense 
Research Institute. 

However, they would also need a new 
system to allow them to select crates like 
the newer ships, and one Florida-based en- 
gineering contractor wants to install such 
a system. 

BEC Industries already has sea-tested its 
GRID system, which uses multiple, com- 
puter-controlled bridge cranes that work in 
concert to collect and drop containers. 

Brian Pfeifer, the company’s director 
of engineering, points to an episode dur- 
ing the first Gulf War as an example of the 
value of selective offloading. 

When a cargo ship couldn’t dock in port 
during the war, it had to sort out 500 crates 
among the 2,500 it had dense-packed at 
sea. It took them 30 days to sort the right 
crates, Pfeifer said. 

“This system could do it in about a day,” 
he said. 


The challenges ahead 


One of the reasons why the future sea 
base squadron isn’t sailing today is that 
one of its most important ships hasn’t had 
a single piece of metal cut yet. 

The Mobile Landing Platform ship will 


act as the bridge between the behemoth 
cargo ships remaining at sea and the ships 
and landing craft bringing troops and sup- 
plies to shore. The ship’s design contract 
was awarded through the Naval Sea Sys- 
tems Command in February. 

“The Mobile Landing Platform is the 
game-changer in the ability to get gear off,” 
said Strock, a retired Marine colonel. 

As theorized, the ship would have a long, 
flat platform with ramps running to the 
cargo ships. Cargo could be dropped by 
crane or transported across the ramps. 

The Mobile Landing Platform would 
also include berthing for troops and land- 
ing space for helicopters. And the platform 
ship would be able to deploy Marine Corps 
air-cushion landing craft, which are hover- 
craft capable of beach landings. Depending 
on the final design, it might be able to ac- 
commodate a new high-speed troop carrier 
that the Army and Navy are jointly devel- 
oping for shore landings. 

The Mobile Landing Platform is expect- 
ed to have an advanced counter-ballasting 
system that shifts the boat’s weight in reac- 
tion to wind and waves, Button said. 

However, different ships react differ- 
ently to rough seas, and even if the ships 
coordinate perfectly, rough seas will prob- 
ably rule out seabasing in some parts of the 
world. 

Nevertheless, sea base supporters say

Study envisions 
Army brigades 
using sea base 


If the Army wants to be a part of the 
future sea base sometime in the next 
decade, it should be thinking about com- 
patibility issues now, experts Say. 

At the Defense Department’s request, 
Rand Corporation senior analyst Robert 
Button and four others were commis- 
sioned in 2007 to study whether a sea 
base could sustain an Army brigade. 

An Army Stryker or heavy brigade, 
carrying 15,000 to 20,000 tons of sup- 
plies and equipment, could be deployed 
in two to six days from a sea base under 
the right conditions, Button said. 

However, several impediments to 
Army participation remain. 

Army helicopters don’t have the brak- 
ing systems and collapsible blades need- 
ed for landing on decks crowded with 
Navy and Marine aircraft, nor are they 
built to land on metal decks repeatedly. 

Army pilots would need to learn to 
land on ships, and Army drivers would 
need training on driving around sea- 
based ramps. 

Another issue is that a jointly con- 
ceived high-speed amphibious vessel 
comparable to the Navy-Marine hov- 
ercraft hasn’t been built yet and would 
have to fit the landing platform ships. 

“lve met some Army officers who 
think this is a terrific idea,” Button said. 
“Others in the Army think other prob- 
lems have a far greater urgency.”

the potential advantages outweigh the 
challenges — challenges they believe tech- 
nology will minimize. 

“When we did Desert Storm, we spent 
months building up supplies on the shore, 
and we couldn’t do anything until we 
were done offloading the supplies and 
equipment,” Button said. “With a capable 
seabasing force, you dispose of the iron- 
mountain pileup, and you’re ready to go 
immediately.” 

When the advantage of speed is con- 
sidered alongside the current geopolitical 
environment — when the U.S. must some- 
times argue over base use, as it did in Kyr- 
gyzstan — a base over the horizon that can 
leave without a trace is needed, experts 
contend. 

“First and foremost,” Strock said, “we 
want to be able step lightly when it comes 
to our allies and partners.”

Thousands gather to pay

JACKSONVILLE, Fila. — 
Thousands of people lined the 
streets for the funeral procession 
of Gulf War Navy pilot Michael 
Scott Speicher, whose remains 
were discovered in Iraq and re- 
turned home to Florida 18 years 
after his plane was shot down. 

A hearse carried the flag- 
draped casket to a monument 
for war veterans, where military 
officials, Gov. Charlie Crist and 
the Jacksonville mayor spoke. 
Several players and the coach of 
the National Football League’s 
Jacksonville Jaguars joined hun- 
dreds at the Memorial Wall, and 
the Jacksonville Sheriff’s Office 
fired a 21-gun salute. 

Speicher’s F/A-18 Hornet was 
downed on the first night of the 
1991 Gulf War, but his remains 
were not discovered until earlier 
this month. 

The procession passed places 
important in Speicher’s life, in- 
cluding the church where he 
taught Sunday school and the 
high school where he excelled at 
swimming and tennis. 

Speicher graduated from Flori- 
da State University in 1980 witha 
business administration degree. 
The school’s $1.2 million Scott 
Speicher Tennis Complex was 
dedicated in 1993. 

“Michael Scott Speicher paid 
the ultimate price for our free- 
dom,” Jacksonville Mayor John 
Peyton said. 

For nearly two decades after 
the 33-year-old Speicher disap- 
peared over the Iraq desert, his 
family pushed the Defense De-

partment to find out what had 
happened. On Aug. 2, the Penta- 
gon disclosed that Marines had 
recovered Speicher’s bones and 
skeletal fragments — enough for 
a positive identification. 

Speicher, a Kansas City-area 
native who moved to Florida as a 
teenager, will be laid to rest in a 
private ceremony at Jacksonville 
Memory Gardens. 

His remains were flown to the 
Jacksonville Naval Air Station 
on Thursday and the casket re- 
mained in a chapel on the base 
overnight. 

Speicher’s widow and his chil- 
dren placed roses on his flag- 
draped casket on arrival. Sailors 
stood at attention. 

Buddy Harris, who was Speich- 
er’s best friend and who later 
married his widow, Joanne, ac- 
companied the casket on the flight 
from Dover, Del., to Florida. 

Defense officials originally 
declared Speicher killed in ac- 
tion hours after his plane was 
shot down over west-central Iraq. 
Then-Defense Secretary Dick 
Cheney announced on television 
that Speicher was the first casu- 
alty of the Gulf War.

Ten years after the crash, the 
Navy changed Speicher’s status 
to missing in action, citing an 
absence of evidence that Speich- 
er had died. In October 2002, 
the Navy switched his status to 
“missing/captured,” although it 
has never explained why. 

Over the years, critics said the 
Navy had not done enough, par- 
ticularly right after the crash, to 
search for the pilot. 

The military recovered bones 
and multiple skeletal fragments 
recently, and Speicher was iden- 
tified by matching a jawbone and 
dental records and later by DNA 
reference samples. 

Many of the hundreds of people 
who lined the route didn’t know 
Speicher but wanted to recognize 
his service. 

“T’m here to recognize the sac- 
rifice this young Navy officer 
gave to this country and the pain 
his family has endured for the last 
18 years. I just got back from Iraq 
four months ago and I just wanted 
my family to be a part of it,” said 
Chief Warrant Officer Brian Far- 
rell, an instructor pilot with the 
Florida National Guard, dressed 
in his Army uniform. 
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Firm at center of 
Murtha probe is 
reinstated by Navy

WASHINGTON — A defense 
contractor with longtime ties to 
Rep. John Murtha will now be 
able to get new government work 
following a favorable ruling from 
the US. ae 
Navy.

pears to be intensifying. 

Dennis McGlynn, an _ attor- 
ney representing Kuchera, said 
Thursday night the firm was re- 
moved from the Excluded Par- 
ties List System of contractors 
blocked from government work. 
McGlynn said Kuchera made 
some accounting adjustments to 
satisfy the Navy. 

On Friday, the Navy had no im- 
mediate comment on the matter. 

Kuchera is caught up in a 
criminal investigation that be- 
came public early this year when 
FBI agents raided the company’s 
offices. In a separate raid last 
November, the FBI carted away 
financial records of campaign 
donations by a Washington-area 
lobbying firm founded by Paul 
Magliocchetti, who has long been 
close to Murtha. Magliocchetti’s 
firm specialized in getting “ear- 
marks” for defense contractors 
from Murtha and other House 
appropriators. 

The Justice Department inves- 
tigation focuses on the campaign 
donations from defense contrac- 
tors that have fueled the process 
of congressional earmarks — 
specific projects that lawmakers 
direct to particular contractors 
— for many decades.

As part of the probe, a federal 
grand jury subpoenaed Rep. Pete 
Visclosky’s office, campaign 
committees and some of his em- 
ployees to turn over documents 
in the probe. 

The chief of staff for the Indi- 
ana Democrat resigned after the 
subpoenas were delivered. 

In recent years, Murtha has 
steered millions of dollars in con- 
gressional earmarks to Kuchera 
from the Pennsylvania Demo- 
crat’s position as chairman of the 
House Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee on Defense. 

Visclosky is the third-ranking 
Democrat on the panel and also 
chairs his own House appropria- 
tions subcommittee on energy 
and water. 

The most ominous develop- 
ment for members of Congress 
and defense contractors under 
scrutiny in the probe is the coop- 
eration that two government wit- 
nesses recently began providing 
federal prosecutors. 

One of them, Richard Ianieri, 
worked closely with one of the 
owners of the Kuchera company, 
William Kuchera, and with a lob- 
bying firm that once employed 
Murtha’s brother and that still 
employs a former Murtha aide. 

On July 29, Ianieri testified 
in federal court in Pensacola, 
Fla., that he had taken $200,000 
in kickbacks from the Kuchera 
company after providing the de- 
fense contractor with $650,000 
from an $8.2 million congressio- 
nal earmark. Ianieri’s firm had 
gotten the earmark after hiring 
the firm that employed Murtha’s 
brother. Murtha’s office refuses 
to say whether the congressman 
sponsored the earmark. 

The $8.2 million earmark 
that was the focus of a criminal 
trial in Pensacola was intended 
for a program at the munitions 
directorate of the Air Force Re- 
search Laboratory at Eglin Air 
Force Base. The program was 
designed to rapidly improve the 
Air Force’s battlefield communi- 
cation technology.

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — So I was

U.S. tempers stance on Karzai as vote nears

KABUL — The last time Hamid Karzai 
ran for president, in 2004, he was clearly 
America’s man in Afghanistan. U.S. mili- 
tary helicopters shuttled him between 
campaign stops. Vice President Dick 
Cheney hailed his inauguration day as a 
major moment “in the history of human 
freedom.” 

With a new round of voting one week 
away — and Karzai favored to win another 
term — a less-enamored Obama adminis- 
tration is looking for ways to lessen U.S. 
reliance on the Afghan president by work- 
ing more closely with favored ministers 
and bolstering the authority of provincial 
and local leaders, according to American 
and Afghan officials. 

The goals reflect frustration among 
U.S. officials over Karzai’s performance 
in the past five years, particularly his 
seeming indifference to the widespread 
corruption within his government. But as 
it increasingly appears that Karzai will 
be its partner over the next five years, the 
United States has also sought to preserve 
a relationship with him. 

“Because they couldn’t construct a plan 


to replace Karzai, I think they toned down 
the criticism and kept the option open of 
working with Karzai, should he get re- 
elected,” said Zalmay Khalilzad, a former 
U.S. ambassador to Afghanistan. “I think 
some administration officials realized 
that by being so openly critical of Karzai, 
they faced the risk that they could get a 
Karzai who was not only re-elected but 
was hostile to the U.S. because of how he 
had been treated.” 

The United States is “actively impartial” 
in the Aug. 20 vote, said Jane Marriott, a 
senior adviser to U.S. special representa- 
tive Richard Holbrooke. But, according to 
Afghan Foreign Minister Rangin Dadfar 
Spanta, U.S. officials back the idea of a 
new chief executive position under Karzai 
to add coherence and competence to his 
struggling bureaucracy. 

“I know that in Washington this idea 
has strong supporters,” Spanta said in an 
interview, adding that installing a “shad- 
ow prime-minister” would pose constitu- 
tional problems. 

U.S. officials have discussed the pro- 
posal with a key Karzai challenger, the 
technocratic former finance minister 
Ashraf Ghani, though they have not en- 
dorsed him for the job. 

Rather than “just pouring money into 
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building the government,’ Holbrooke 
adviser Barnett Rubin said, the adminis- 
tration is focused on “rebuilding the rela- 
tionship between subnational authorities 
and local communities.” 

Rubin, who along with Holbrooke and 
Marriott spoke at a media event in Wash- 
ington on Wednesday, stressed that such 
activities were being undertaken in co- 
operation with the central government in 
Kabul. 

Critical of some of Karzai’s Cabinet 
choices, the administration has praised 
the competence of presidentially appoint- 
ed local leaders such as the governor of 
Helmand province, Gulab Mangal. Plans 
by the U.S. Defense and State depart- 
ments call for installing American “men- 
tors” and liaisons in Afghan ministries in 
Kabul, a policy heavily used during the 
early years of the U.S. military occupa- 
tion of Iraq. 

President Barack Obama has called 
the Afghan election, the second since 
the Taliban regime’s ouster in 2001, the 
most important event of the year in this 
country. Originally scheduled for April, 
the vote was postponed during what Hol- 
brooke called a “crisis” period of Afghan 
constitutional and security upheaval. As 
a result, Holbrooke said, the Obama ad- 
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ministration was forced to defer other pri- 
orities in Afghanistan and spend “most of 
the spring” sorting out the situation. 

Gen. Stanley McChrystal, the new U.S. 
military commander here, has postponed 
completion of his review of the security 
situation, originally due to Defense Secre- 
tary Robert Gates this weekend, in part 
because of the upcoming presidential and 
provincial council elections. “This is our 
main effort. I don’t want anybody to think 
we’re not anything but completely focused 
on this,” McChrystal said. 

U.S. officials here said their primary in- 
terest now is a fair and free election cam- 
paign in which the candidates — 3,324 
people have registered for 420 provincial 
council seats, and 41 are vying to be pres- 
ident — debate the issues. The officials 
also say they want a vote unmarred by 
fraud or violence, results that Afghans ac- 
cept as legitimate and a government that 
responds to the needs of the people. 

“We’re very careful not to conjecture. 
What we’re clear about is regardless of 
who comes into power, there needs to be 
much greater demand for accountability,” 
said a U.S. official involved in the election 
process.

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan 
— A suicide bomber attacked an 
Afghan army base in southern 
Afghanistan on Friday, killing a 
soldier and wounding four other 
people, an official said. 

The bomber rammed his ve- 
hicle into the base’s gate in Lash- 
kar Gah, the capital of Helmand 
province, said Daud Ahmadi, the 
provincial governor’s spokesman. 
Three civilians and a soldier were 
among the wounded, he said. 

Thousands of U.S. Marines are 
conducting anti-Taliban opera- 
tions in Helmand, a key southern 
province that is the center of Tal- 
iban-led insurgency as well as the 
biggest opium producer in the 
world. 

Militants have stepped up their 
use of suicide and other bomb-

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ing attacks on Afghan and for- 
eign troops, but the majority of 
the victims in such attacks have 
been civilians. 

In the capital, meanwhile, two 
rockets were fired at Kabul’s air- 
port Friday, but neither caused 
damage or casualties, said U.S. 
military spokesman Chief Petty 
Officer Brian Naranjo. It was the 
second rocket attack on the capi- 
tal this month. Taliban militants 
took responsibility for the previ- 
ous attack. 

A week before the presidential 
election, there are fears the mili- 
tants will try to disrupt the poll. 

Kabul is heavily guarded by 
Afghan security forces, and au- 
thorities say that rockets — fired 
from a distance — are the only 
weapon insurgents can use 
against the capital. 


Afghanistan polling stations secured.

NAPLES, Italy — All polling stations in Af- 
ghanistan have been inspected by Afghan se- 
curity and NATO forces ahead of Thursday’s 
election, and 90 percent or more of the 7,000 
stations will be open, according to NATO’s 
new commander in Europe. 

Adm. James Stavridis described Thursday’s 
vote, which will include close to 40 presiden- 
tial candidates and more than 3,000 provincial 
candidates, as “a critically important election” 
that will be “open to the Afghan people.” 

That outlook is optimistic in light of recent 
concerns over violence expressed by the U.N. 
Special Representative for Afghanistan, Kai 
Eide. “Yes, of course I am concerned that se- 
curity will affect the turnout on the voting day. 
There is no doubt about that,” Eide said during 
an Aug. 9 news conference in Kabul.

Afghanistan’s future presents a challenge 
and an indefinite commitment for NATO 
forces. 
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One prediction, made by Britain’s army 
chief Gen. David Richards last week, was for 
a NATO troop presence in Afghanistan for “30 
to 40 years.” 

Though Stavridis wouldn’t comment on 
Richards’ prediction, he described the NATO 
commitment as “long-term,” reciting NATO 
Secretary-General Anders Fogh Rasmussen’s 
comments to Afghan President Hamid Karzai 
last week in Afghanistan: “We’ll be here as 
long as it takes.” 

The timeline and troop commitment are 
both indefinite. A war assessment is due at the 
end of the month from Gen. Stanley McChrys- 
tal, commanding U.S. general in Afghanistan.

Marines are due in 
Georgia for training 


TBILISI, Georgia — The U.S. 
Embassy in Georgia says a group 
of U.S. Marines will arrive in the 
ex-Soviet nation to help train its 
troops, which are to be deployed 
alongside coalition forces in 
Afghanistan. 

The move is likely to antago- 
nize Russia, which has strongly 
spoken against any U.S. military 
assistance to Georgia. 

The U.S. Embassy said Friday 
that the training will focus on 
skills necessary for the troops to 
operate in Afghanistan.

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Still in the race 





The prestige may be gone, 
but the Baghdad Equestrian 
Club rides on

BAGHDAD — The Baghdad 
Equestrian Club is proud of its 
past, the decades spent playing 
host to high-strung horses and 
the Baghdad Derby, with its sil- 
ver cup for the winner. 

These days, stray dogs crawl 
around its dusty brown track, and 
children run through the dirt. 
Men in coffee-stained robes and 
the occasional John Deere cap 
slam down beers, puff cigarettes 
and take the name of Allah in 
vain. 

But beneath its seedy veneer, 
the racetrack is one of the city’s 
miracles. 

After the U.S. invasion six 
years ago, some of the best horses 
were stolen and ended up pulling 
carts of kerosene and propane in 
the street. Later, the track was in 
the middle of territory claimed by 
al-Qaida in Iraq. 

In Baghdad’s worst years, car 
bombs exploded at the track’s 
gate, mortars exploded inside and 
gunmen assassinated spectators 
as they left the races. Attendance 
dwindled to a few hundred; some 
owners sold their horses. 

But somehow the club defied 
the tide of extremism and anar- 
chy. Veterans of the dark days 
are proud to point out that the 
racetrack kept going, even when 
everything else in the city was 
shuttered. 

Now, Iraqis are coming to the 
races in large numbers and the

club is turning a profit. Cars jam 
the parking lot, and men line up 
by the betting booth and kill time 
throwing dice. 

One habitue, who boasts about 
the lies he tells his pious family 
to cover up his weekly visits, vol- 
unteers what could be the motto 
for the club, where Iraqis check 
political and religious tensions at 
the door: “I don’t pray to Allah for 
my horse to win — I drink whis- 
key and beer.” 

The track, founded in 1920 by 
the country’s British colonial oc- 
cupiers, preserves some of the 
cosmopolitan flavor of a bygone 
era. 

In the 1940s, the races, then 
held in the city’s Mansour district, 
were considered the finest in the 
Middle East. Wealthy families 
bred stallions, and horse lovers 
and rakish gamblers mixed. Even 
today, businessmen, tribal sheiks 
and working-class Iraqis rub 
shoulders at the track, now tucked 
on the outskirts of Baghdad. 

Taleb Abdul Hussein Majid, 
chairman of the Baghdad Eques- 
trian Club, had all the reason in 
the world to stop coming during 
the worst of the post-invasion 
violence, when al-Qaida in Iraq 
would kill a man based on his 
sect. Majid is a Shiite, and the 
club is in Sunni territory. 

One day in early 2007, he 
stayed late after a race to groom 
his horses, and the group he usu- 
ally left with for safety had gone. 
He was ambushed by masked 
assailants who blocked the road 
with their cars. A bullet grazed

Mayjid’s abdomen, but he broke 
through the blockade. 

For the next two days, Majid 
returned to the track with friends 
and relatives toting weapons. Not 
long after, in an unrelated in- 
cident, his brother and nephew 
were shot dead picking up their 
food rations. 

Even after the attacks, he 
couldn’t bring himself to stay 
away. 

“Tt would have been the end of 
the club,” he said. 

As much as Majid finds it odi- 
ous, the track has served as amag- 
net for Baghdad’s underbelly. 

There are stories of all-night 
parties, prostitution and gun-run- 
ning before and after the 2003 in- 
vasion; of how U.S. Army patrols 
thought they had discovered a 
corpse at the track — only to find 
out it was a drunk slumbering 
after a hard day at the races. Some 
believe the presence of lawless 
types might have offered some 
limited protection from al-Qaida 
in Iraq during the civil war. 

On a busy Saturday afternoon, 
the club’s accountant, Mussa 
Tabra, surveys the stands, filled 
with hundreds of fans. 

“Here are the greatest charac- 
ters in the world,” he said with a 
smile, a silver watch jangling like 
a bracelet on his wrist. He points 
to a friend, a retired jockey from 
Darfur who has lived in Bagh- 
dad for more than 20 years. The 
jockey, he says, won the last race 
before the U.S.-led invasion. 

“We live in our own world,” 
Tabra says. 

Majid and Tabra dream that 
their dust-bowl racetrack will be 
restored to its glory of the 1940s, 
when the facilities were a source 
of pride. For now they just enjoy 
the return of people to the track. 

Old men puff on hookahs. Wa- 
termelon is sliced for sale. A 
crowd throws wads of cash down 
on a game of dice. A loudspeaker 


announces the start of a race, and 
Tabra stops by the betting booths. 
He smiles as men wave their fists 
as the horses rush through a sea 
of dust toward the finish line. 

Some shout unprintable curses 
involving Allah. Those holding 
winning tickets cry, “I love you, 
I love you.” 

One fan spots Tabra. 


“These are all bad, filthy peo- 
ple here,” the man said. “You are 
my friend. You should advise me 
on the good and bad horses and 
not mislead me.” 

Tabra smirks. 

“T don’t do favors. This is 
gambling. ... People lose, people 
win,” he tells the unlucky bettor. 
“This is how we do it.”

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Firm that provides Arabic translators criticized

WASHINGTON — A company with a 
$4.6 billion contract to supply U.S. forces 
in Iraq with Arabic-speaking translators 
received a scathing review on Wednesday 
from government officials who described 
tens of millions of dollars in questionable 
costs and poor management. 

The company, Global Linguist Solutions 
of Falls Church, Va., has not been replaced 
because there isn’t another company read- 
ily available to provide the linguists even as 
the U.S. presence in Iraq is winding down, 
the officials said at a hearing by the indepen- 
dent Commission on Wartime Contracting. 

Federal contracting officers who went 
to Iraq to examine the company’s perfor- 


mance found about $5 million being spent 
on three-bedroom apartments and auto- 
mobiles for individual contractor employ- 
ees, said John Isgrigg, deputy director of 
contracting at the Army Intelligence and 
Security Command. 

At the same time, the company was slow 
getting linguists into Iraq, Isgrigg said. 
GLS is now meeting the required num- 
bers, he said. 

Interpreters provide critical links be- 
tween U.S. troops and foreign populations 
in both Iraq and Afghanistan. Supplying 
translators for troops in foreign war zones 
has troubled the government for years. 

John Houck, general manager of GLS, 
defended the company’s performance, 
saying that more than 9,000 interpreters 
are working in Iraq and other Middle East 


countries. He said greater communication 
between customer and contractor would 
likely resolve most of the problems. 

Isgrigg said GLS initially struggled to 
meet the heavy demands. An Army unit in 
Iraq was “nonission capable with respect 
to linguist support,” he said. 

The shortcomings led to a dispute over 
how the company was spending the money. 
Subsequent negotiations with GLS to cut 
the cost of contract’s first installment by 
about $225 million were “extremely con- 
tentious,” he said. 

Isgrigg said he and other government 
officials believe GLS “lost control of their 
subcontractors and associated costs due to 
their business practices and management 
decisions.” 

Isgrigg acknowledged that too few gov- 


ernment personnel were assigned to man- 
age and watch over the contract, which he 
referred to as a “monster.” 

He also criticized GLS management for 
what he called a media campaign to con- 
vince U.S. authorities in Iraq that the sala- 
ries of linguists would have to be slashed 
because the command was reducing the 
value of the contract. 

Instead, it was GLS that was trimming 
the salaries to make up for the lower cost 
of the contract, he said. The company then 
attempted to shift the blame to the govern- 
ment. Houck denied there was a media 
campaign, but he did say people employed 
by GLS did talk to military officials. 

April Stephenson, director of the Defense 
Contract Audit Agency, said $2.9 billion 
has been used to hire 18 subcontractors. 


Activist attempts to steer North Carolina youth away from military

RALEIGH, N.C. — A rural 
North Carolina school district 
with a proud military tradition is 
allowing a Quaker peace activist 
a chance to compete with mili- 
tary recruiters at steering high 
school students to careers, attor- 
neys said Wednesday. 

For years, Sally Ferrell had 
been asking permission to warn 
students about joining the mili- 
tary. The Wilkes County School 
Board had denied her access, 
even though military recruiters 





are typically allowed in school, 
and school leaders had called her 
activities unpatriotic. 

Superintendent Stephen Laws 
said the district and the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union reached 
an agreement that bars recruiters 
from presenting political views or 
attacking other occupations. He 
disputed the suggestion that Fer- 
rell had not been granted equal 
access, arguing she was banned 
from schools because her criti- 
cism of the armed forces violated 
district policy. 

The ACLU had argued Ferrell 
and her group, North Carolina 
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Peace Action, were denied free 
speech. Under the agreement, 
she’ll have the same access to stu- 
dents as military recruiters. 

“I look forward to providing 
truthful, job-related information 
about military careers — and al- 
ternatives to careers in the mili- 
tary,” Ferrell said in a statement. 
The agreement allows for infor- 
mation that “some may perceive 
as negative or discouraging.” 

The settlement puts new re- 
strictions on all types of promot- 
ers. Recruiters can no longer 
approach students directly, as 
they often do by setting up tables

in cafeterias and common areas. 
Instead, they can only meet with 
students who sign up to hear 
about opportunities, Laws said. 

“We’re extremely pleased with 
the agreement, and we’re excited 
about moving on,” Laws said. 

Recruiters have been relying 
more heavily on high schools to 
help fill the ranks of the all-volun- 
teer military. Thousands of peo- 
ple like Ferrell have responded 
with counter-recruiting groups, 
saying the military often gives 
misleading information. 

Activists have complained 


the ground. 
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the military often targets high 
schools in poor and rural areas, 
where graduating students have 
limited options. Wilkes County, 
on the eastern slope of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains about 50 miles 
west of Winston-Salem, has been 
hurt by the exodus of manufac- 
turing jobs. Its June unemploy- 
ment rate was 13.2 percent. 

The area has a proud military 
history going back to Col. Benja- 
min Cleveland, a Revolutionary 
War commander who helped de- 
feat the British in the Battle of 
Kings Mountain. 
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Poll: Pakistanis revile Taliban more

ISLAMABAD — Pakistanis’ 
views on the Taliban have shift- 
ed dramatically in the past year, 
with 70 percent now opposing 
the militants, according to a new 
poll. The United States doesn’t 
fare well either, with 64 percent 
of Pakistanis seeing Washington 
as an enemy. 

The mounting unpopularity 
of the Taliban coincides with an 
explosion of militant violence in 
Pakistan — attacks have killed 
more than 2,500 people since the 
start of 2008 — and the extrem- 
ists’ attempts to expand their 
reach and impose a harsh inter- 
pretation of Islam in new parts of 
the country. 

Pew Global Attitudes, a project 
of a nonpartisan research center 
based in Washington, released 
the poll Thursday. It conducted 
face-to-face interviews with 
1,254 adult Pakistanis in late May 
and early June, mostly in urban 
areas. It conducts a similar poll 
each year. 

In 2008, 27 percent of Paki- 
stanis surveyed had a favorable 
view of the Taliban, and 33 per- 
cent saw them unfavorably. The 
rest had no opinion. 

A year later, only 10 percent 
approved of the Taliban. Some 
70 percent disapproved — more

than double than in 2008. The 
numbers for al-Qaida followed a 
similar sinking trajectory, with 
support for the terrorist network 
at just 9 percent.

Nearly two-thirds, 64 
percent, viewed America as 
an enemy while only 9 percent 
described it as a partner, even 
though the U.S. is impoverished

Journalists protest Iraq government pressure

BAGHDAD — Journalists took 
to the streets Friday in the Iraqi 
capital to protest what they say is 
political pressure to silence the 
media. 

The rally, staged by scores 
of reporters and political fig- 
ures, comes as journalist Ahmed 
Abdul-Hussein has been threat- 
ened with a lawsuit over editorials 
related to a bloody Baghdad bank 
robbery that left eight security 
guards dead. 

Iraqi journalists have never 
enjoyed press freedoms and pro- 
tections that most of their West- 
ern colleagues receive. In recent 
years, journalists have been 
beaten and arrested by Iraqi se- 
curity forces for attempting to 
document insurgent attacks or 
mass protests. 

The situation has become more 
tense as the political campaign 
gears up ahead of national elec- 
tions, which are scheduled for 
January. 

“We are here to reject govern- 
ment censorship or intervention 
in our work,” said protesters Ziyad 
al-Khafaji of the Baghdad-based 
independent Journalistic Free- 
dom Observatory, a media rights 
group. “Democratic countries 
should not fear a free media.” 

The protesters carried signs 
that read “do not kill the truth” 
and chanted “Yes, yes to freedom. 
No, no to silencing journalists.” 
There were no reports of violence 
during the demonstration, held 


in front of the famed Mutanabi 
Street book market. 

“Tt is the very duty of journal- 
ists to reveal the truth, and we 
are against any kind of censor- 
ship of the media,” said Fawzi 
al-Atroushi, the deputy culture 
minister, who also attended the 
rally. “We are against any threats 
made against journalists.” 

Anger has risen after Abdul- 
Hussein has been threatened with 
a lawsuit by a Shiite lawmaker for 
an editorial that alluded to a po- 
litical party supporting the heist, 
and claimed the nearly $7 million 
stolen was meant to finance politi- 
cal campaigns. 

Abdul-Hussein offered no proof 
in the editorial and did not name 
the party. 

Presidential guards have been 
accused of participating in a July 
28 robbery of the state-run Rafi- 
dain Bank in Baghdad in which 
about $6.9 million was stolen. 

Iraqi Vice President Adel Abdul- 
Mahdi, a senior member of the 
largest Shiite party, the Supreme 


Iraqi Islamic Council, has denied 
any involvement but said one of 
the guards charged in the robbery 
worked as part of his detail. 

Abdul-Mahdi has been under 
fire from political opponents over 
the case, especially after authori- 
ties discovered the stolen money 
in the office of a newspaper he 
owns. The vice president has 
called the allegations politically 
motivated. 

Hard-line Shiite lawmaker and 
cleric, Jalaluddin al-Saghir, has 
threatened Abdul-Hussein with a 
lawsuit to stop the editorials. 

Journalists came under fire 
Friday by at least one Shiite cleric, 
Mohammed Falak, who told wor- 
shippers in Basra during prayers 
that there should be rules for the 
media. 

Journalists also have frequently 
been targeted or otherwise caught 
up in Iraq’s violence, with 139 
killed since the March 2003 U.S. 
invasion, according to the New 
York-based Committee to Protect 
Journalists.

Tarwanese rescue crews press forward

TAIPEI, Taiwan — Floods and 
mudslides unleashed by Typhoon 
Morakot last weekend have killed 
about 500 people on the island, 
Taiwan’s president said Friday as 
he called on rescue crews to step 
up their efforts. 

Morakot destroyed the homes 
of 7,000 people and caused agri- 
cultural and property damage in 
excess of $1.5 billion, President 
Ma Ying-jeou said at a national 
security conference. 

He called it the most severe 
damage to the island in more 
than 50 years. 

“While the rescue operation 
is still going on, we have started 
rehabilitation and reconstruction 
work, which is just as pressing as 
relief efforts but might be even 
more difficult and cumbersome,” 
Ma said. 

Morakot dumped more than 80 
inches of rain on the island last 
weekend and stranded thousands 
in villages in the mountainous 
south. A total of 15,400 villagers 
have been ferried to safety, and 
rescuers are working to save an- 
other 1,900 people still stuck. 

Ma said the death toll includes 
120 confirmed deaths and about 
380 people believed to be bur- 
ied in the debris of a landslide in 
Shiao Lin, the hardest-hit village. 


Typhoon disrupts Internet, phone services in Asia 


TAIPEI, Taiwan — Seabed movements believed caused by 
Typhoon Morakat damaged seven undersea cables linking Asian 
nations, disrupting Internet and telephone services, a Taiwanese 


telephone company said Friday. 


Taiwan’s Chunghwa Telecom, which jointly operates four ca- 
bles in the Bashi Channel between Taiwan and the Philippines, 
said service has been slow since the typhoon pummeled Taiwan 
last weekend. Voice calls and Internet data traffic were to be 
fully restored later Friday, it said. 

Meanwhile, two of the Philippines’ largest telecommunications 
providers said their international call and broadband services 
have suffered partial disruptions since Wednesday because of 
damaged undersea cables connecting China, Hong Kong, Japan, 
South Korea, Taiwan, Malaysia, Singapore and the Philippines. 

Chen Hui-yen, an official at Chungwa, said the disruption 
to communications had been contained as Internet traffic and 
voice calls were rerouted to other cable networks. 


The military finally opened a 
road to Shiao Lin on Friday, but 
authorities have given up hope of 
finding anyone alive under the 
tons of mud that cover the village, 
Kaohsiung county chief Yang 
Chiu-hsing said. 

Instead of digging into some 
170 mud-buried homes, a memo- 
rial park will be built on the site, 
he told reporters. 

Another six victims were from 
the village of Sinfa where a tor- 
rent of water cascaded down a 
steep mountain facade, turning

homes on the village’s eastern 
fringe into piles of rubble and 
debris. 

“They were there one day, and 
now they are gone,” said Ban 
Bi-hsia. 

Elsewhere in the village, streets 
were covered in mud and roads 
had buckled and collapsed amid 
days of torrential rains. 

Many villagers have conducted 
their own rescue operations. More 
than 20,000 troops have joined ci- 
vilian workers on rescue, cleanup 
and rehabilitation work. 
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Clinton expresses optimism 
on Africa's future after tour

SANTA MARIA, Cape Verde 
— Winding up an 11-day African 
tour, U.S. Secretary of State Hill- 
ary Rodham Clinton said Friday 
she’s optimistic about its future 
and voiced no regrets about 
“tough love” messages she gave 
to government leaders there. 

“T love coming to Africa,” Clin- 
ton said at ajoint news conference 
in Cape Verde with Prime Min- 
ister Jose Maria Pereira Neves 
as she prepared to head back to 
Washington. 

“IT have been overwhelmed,” 
the secretary said of her visits to 
Kenya, South Africa, Angola, the 
Democratic Republic of Congo, 
Nigeria and Liberia, as well as 
Cape Verde. “I have been filled 
with hope and I have seen de- 
spair. But I come away with an 
even greater level of commitment 
than I had before,” Clinton said. 

She used the tour to reinforce 
a message that President Barack 
Obama brought to Africa earlier 
this year, a call for leaders to fight 
corruption, promote democracy 
and combat civil strife, disease, 
violence and squalor wherever it 
exists. 


Responding to Clinton, Neves 
said that “we represent a new and 
emerging Africa” with progress 
in the areas of free press, free 
speech and the rule of law. 

U.S. officials have said that 
Cape Verde, a former Portuguese 
colony off the coast of West Af- 
rica, could serve as a model for 
other African nations as it has 
held numerous free and fair elec- 
tions and has taken measures to 
ensure accountability and trans- 
parency in government. 

Clinton, particularly, praised 
the government as “a model of 
democracy and economic prog- 
ress in Africa.” 

She noted that women account 
for more than half the members 
of Cape Verde’s Cabinet. “I think 
the United States can learn a lot 
from your example,” she told 
Neves. 

Said Clinton: “I always feel a 
sense of awe that we are in the 
place where human beings began 
so many, many years ago.” 

“T leave Africa even more com- 
mitted about what lies ahead,” 
she told reporters. “The Obama 
administration has delivered ... a 
message of tough love. We are not 
sugarcoating the problems. We’re 
not shying away from them.”

Cape Verde sightings of missing ship reported 


MOSCOW — The search for a Russian-manned cargo ship that van-

“We are concerned that the

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Lockerbie bomber drops appeal of conviction

EDINBURGH, Scotland — The man 
serving a life sentence for the attack on 
Pan Am Flight 103 over Lockerbie is drop- 
ping his appeal against conviction, his law- 
yers said Friday — removing a possible 
obstacle to his transfer to Libya. 

British broadcasters last week said with- 
out citing sources that Abdel Baset Ali al- 
Megrahi would be released early from a 
Scottish prison on compassionate grounds. 


He is terminally ill with cancer. 

The Scottish government said it has yet 
to decide on his motion for early release. 
They are also considering a motion to 
allow him to serve the rest of his sentence 
in Libya. 

Al-Megrahi was told earlier this year he 
must drop the appeal against his conviction 
before he could be considered for a prison 
transfer to Libya. No transfer can occur 
while legal proceedings are ongoing. 

He would not have to drop his appeal, 
however, to be freed on compassionate 


grounds. 

A judge is expected on Tuesday to review 
al-Megrahi’s request to drop the appeal. 

The Libyan government applied in May 
to have al-Megrahi repatriated under a 
prison transfer agreement it has with 
Britain. 

Separately, al-Megrahi applied in July 
for release on compassionate grounds, 
claiming he is terminally ill with prostate 
cancer. 

The former Libyan secret service agent 
is the sole person convicted for the Decem- 


ber 1988 bombing of Pan Am 103 that killed 
270 people — most of them Americans. 

He was arrested in 1991 and held under 
house arrest in Libya until he was handed 
over in 1998 to Britain. He was convicted 
in 2001 by a special Scottish court set held 
at Kamp van Zeist in the Netherlands. The 
current legal action is his second appeal. 

Dr. Jim Swire, whose daughter Flora 
died on Flight 103, said his greatest fear 
was that the appeal would be dropped and 
therefore the truth about the bombing 
would never be known. 


U.S., Libya discuss military equipment

TRIPOLI, Libya — A delegation of U.S. senators 
led by John McCain met with Libya’s leader Friday 
to discuss the possible delivery of nonlethal defense 
equipment. 

The visit and Washington’s offer of military 
equipment was another sign of the improving ties 
between the former longtime adversaries. 

“We discussed the possibility of moving ahead 
with the provision of nonlethal defense equipment 
to the government of Libya,” McCain said at a news 
conference. 

A halting, five-year rapprochement between the 
two countries began in 2003 when Moammar Gad- 
hafi renounced terrorism and weapons of mass de- 
struction. Earlier this year, Washington posted an 
ambassador to Libya for the first time in 36 years. 
McCain, however, said the U.S. remained concerned 
about Libya’s record on human rights and political 
reform. 


“As we move ahead with the many ways in which 
the United States and Libya can work together as 
partners, there remain areas where real work needs 
to be done,” McCain said. “The status of human 
rights and political reform in Libya will remain a 
chief element of concern.” 

The U.S. State Department’s 2008 human rights 
report on Libya says problems include reported 
disappearances, torture, arbitrary arrests and the 
detention of political prisoners. The report also cites 
a lack of civil liberties, restrictions on freedom of 
religion and discrimination against women and eth- 
nic minorities. 

Still, McCain said, “ties between the United 
States and Libya have taken a remarkable and posi- 
tive turn in recent years.” 

The American delegation also included Sens. 
Joseph Lieberman, Susan Collins and Lindsey 
Graham.

More than 2,000 WWII 
remains reburied in Poland

STARE CZARNOWO, Poland 
— Poles and Germans set aside 
old rancor Friday and united in 
grief as they reburied the bones 
of 2,116 people believed to be Ger- 
man civilians killed in the final, 
vicious months of World War II. 

Wooden coffins — 119 of them, 
each topped with white carna- 
tions and containing the remains 
of more than a dozen people 
— were laid out side-by-side in a 
vast grave at a German war cem- 
etery in Stare Czarnowo, a Pol- 
ish village near the border with 
Germany. 

Religious leaders blessed the 
remains and mourners tossed red 
roses onto the coffins as the ser- 
vice drew to a close. 

“We have gathered here to 
properly bury and pay respect to 
the World War II victims,” Bishop 
Marian Kruszylowicz, a Roman 
Catholic leader from the nearby 
city of Szczecin, said during a 90- 
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minute ceremony held in German 
and Polish. “We owe them that.” 

About 300 people attended, 
most of them Germans who were 
expelled from Eastern Europe 
at the end of World War II when 
Europe’s borders were redrawn. 
German Ambassador Michael 
H. Gerdts and city officials from 
Malbork, where the remains were 
found, also attended. 

On Sept. 1, German Chancel- 
lor Angela Merkel plans to attend 
ceremonies in Poland marking 
the 70th anniversary of the start 
of the war, which began with the 
Nazi invasion of Poland. 

Forensic experts and anthro- 
pologists believe the victims are 
probably German civilians who 
died in early 1945 in Malbork, 
at the time the German city of 
Marienburg. However, no docu- 
ments, clothes or personal belong- 
ings were found with them except 
for a pair of children’s glasses.

STOCKHOLM 
he fire began in the galley, where the crew had kept a stove burning while they 
visited a tavern ashore. As the flames devoured her stern, the Anna Maria 
sank through the ice in the Stockholm archipelago. 

Three hundred years later, the Dutch merchant ship rests amid seaweed and 
algae about 60 feet below the surface. Marine archaeologist Niklas Eriksson relives the 
blaze. 

“Now I’m swimming towards the stern where the galley was located and it was here 
that they had dinner, it was here that the fire started,” Eriksson says, his voice trans- 
mitted by a cable to a research boat. 

The Anna Maria is part of a vast graveyard of ill-fated ships hidden in the murky 
waters of the Baltic Sea, protected from the shipworm that destroys wooden wrecks in 
saltier oceans. Some 20,000 shipwrecks have been found dating back to as far as the 
Viking age. Researchers believe as many as 80,000 more could still be waiting to be 
discovered. 

Eriksson and his colleagues plan to offer boat tours where visitors can see some of 
the most spectacular wrecks through a camera attached to a remotely operated vehicle. 
The idea is modeled on a shipwreck tour in Lake Champlain, in Vermont. The boats 
would have flat-screen TVs installed, and the story of each shipwreck site would be told 
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freet below the \ 


through 3D animations and old sea charts. 
They hope to start the tours next year off the small town of Dal- 
surface of the aro, about 25 miles from Stockholm. That area is especially rich in wrecks 


because it used to be the customs zone for ships traveling back and forth to the Swedish 
capital. 

The underground cemetery in the Baltic Sea includes everything from medieval wooden 
ships to ironclad warships sunk during two world wars. 

“They are like the pyramids of northern Europe, these wrecks, if we can only find a way 
to make them accessible,” says Andreas Olsson, head of archaeology at the Swedish National 
Maritime Museums. 

Not everyone in Dalaro is excited about the plans, and some worry that valuable historical 
items will be looted from the wrecks, which would be better kept in museums. 

Sweden’s most famous discovery, the royal warship Vasa, is housed in a popular museum, 
where visitors can admire the ship’s details, down to the flashing teeth of the carved lions 
that adorn its elaborate exterior. The Vasa was raised from the Stockholm harbor in 
1961, 333 years after it sank on its maiden voyage. 

And then there’s the Dalaro Wreck. The two masts from the 17th-century ship of 
unknown origin are still rising toward the surface. On the deck, a cannon stands 
ready. A handgun lies hidden in the rubble of the ship discovered in 2003. 

The plans for Dalaro include a limited number of dive tours each year on the 
Dalaro Wreck and Anna Maria.

Woman sets herself on fire in Miami mall

MIAMI — A woman set herself on fire 
at a Miami mall Thursday, then walked 
around engulfed in flames as shocked shop- 
pers watched, authorities said. 

Two men and a woman who tried to help 
her were hurt, but not badly. 

The 43-year-old woman, whose name was 
not released, doused herself with a flam- 
mable liquid at the Mall of the Americas, 
Miami-Dade Fire Rescue spokesman Ar- 
nold Piedrahita said. She had third-degree 
burns over 75 percent of her body and was 
found conscious in a parking lot. Authorities 
do not know why she set herself on fire. 

She was air-lifted to a hospital. 

Witnesses said she was in a clothing store 
called Savage Boutique when it happened. 
Jose Morales, 24, said he was about to pay 
for earrings for his girlfriend at a nearby

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kiosk when he heard screams and thought 
someone had fallen. 

When he turned around, he saw the blaze 
and realized someone was within it. 

“This woman is just walking like this, 
super slow, completely on fire,’ Morales 
said, his arms stretched out at his side to 
show what the woman looked like as she 
walked out of the store. “You couldn’t see 
nothing but fire.” 

Morales said witnesses used two fire ex- 
tinguishers on the woman, who was on fire 
about 2! minutes. All of her clothes except 
her underwear disappeared into ashes. 

After the fire was out, Morales said, the 
woman walked out of the mall and into the 
parking lot. 

The two men injured helping her were 
treated at the scene while the woman who 
helped was taken to a hospital. 

The mall remained closed as of late 
afternoon.

Britons angered by criticism from U.S. about their health care

LONDON — Britons reacted with out- 
rage Friday at American criticism of the 
country’s health care system and defended 
their cradle-to-grave medical coverage on 
Twitter, television and in the tabloids. 

Attacks on President Barack Obama’s 
health reform plans have struck a nerve in 


Britain, where residents broadly take for 
granted their universal coverage under the 
state-funded National Health Service — and 
look askance at the millions of Americans 
without insurance. 

“Land of the Fee,” declared the Daily 
Mirror in reference to the United States’ 
high-charging health model. The London 
newspaper called the “lies and distor- 
tions” being circulated in the United States 
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about the National Health Service “truly 
sickening.” 

‘Jaw droppingly untruthful,’ said the 
British Medical Association’s chairman, 
Hamish Meldrum. 

“NHS often makes the difference be- 
tween pain and comfort, despair and hope, 
life and death,” Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown tweeted. “Thanks for always being 
there.” 


The NHS, founded in 1948, is the cor- 
nerstone of the United Kingdom’s welfare 
state. 

About 12 percent of the UK’s 61 million 
residents have private insurance, but the 
vast majority rely on state-funded emer- 
gency care, surgery and access to family 
doctors. Even those who complain about 
the system say they want it improved, not 
dismantled.

HYANNIS, Mass. — The Spe- 
cial Olympics torch led a proces- 
sion for Eunice Kennedy Shriver 
past thousands of onlookers as 
friends, family and athletes from 
the movement she founded gath- 
ered for her funeral Friday. 

Shriver, widely credited with 
changing the world’s perception 
of the mentally disabled, died 
Tuesday at age 88. Her only living 
brother, Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
who has been battling brain can- 
cer, did not attend the funeral. 

Loretta Claiborne, a former 
Special Olympics athlete and 
longtime friend of Shriver’s, de- 
livered welcoming remarks at St. 
Francis Xavier Roman Catholic 
Church. 

“She was chosen to have a life 
to serve others, the weakest of the 
weak, the castaways, the throw- 
aways of society, at the time they 
would say the mentally retarded, 
and I am one of those people,” 
Claiborne said. 

Shriver’s grandchildren each 
offered prayers — giving thanks 
to her for teaching them to sail, 
for insisting girls are equal to 
boys, and for the lesson of helping 
those in need. 

Shriver’s daughter, Maria 
Shriver, and her son-in-law, Cali- 
fornia Gov. Arnold Schwarzeneg- 
ger, and other family members 
carried the casket into the church 
after a funeral procession moved 
slowly past thousands of people 
who lined the streets. Shriver and 
Schwarzenegger were married in 
the same church 23 years earlier. 

Shriver’s husband, R. Sargent 
Shriver, a 1972 vice presiden- 
tial candidate, also was at the 
service. 

The crowds of people outside, 
including residents, tourists and 
Special Olympians, were largely 
silent for the procession as the 
church bell rang and a lone bag- 
pipe whined. 

The procession was led by law 
enforcement and athletes, in- 
cluding Marguerite Heffernan, 
of Harwich, a Special Olympian 
in 1968, and her 27-year-old son 
Shawn, from Orleans, who car- 
ried the Special Olympics torch. 

“Tt was great,” said Shawn Hef- 
fernan, who has won 49 swim- 
ming medals. “I’d done it before, 
but this was different.” 

His mother held her swimming 
medals from 1971 and recalled 
the impact Shriver had made on

The funeral Mass was shown 
live on television, but only those 
who were invited were allowed 
inside the church.

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FAA: Controller on phone during Hudson crash

WASHINGTON — An air traffic controller who 
was making a personal phone call when a small 
plane and a helicopter collided over New York’s 
Hudson River has been removed from duty along 
with his supervisor, who was out of the building at 
the time. 

The Federal Aviation Administration said in a 
statement Thursday that a controller at Teterboro 
Airport in New Jersey and his supervisor have 
been placed on administrative leave after the con- 
troller was found to be involved in “apparently in- 
appropriate conversations” at the time of the crash 
between a small plane and a tour helicopter that 
killed nine people. 

The agency said while there was no reason to be- 
lieve thus far that the employees’ actions contribut- 
ed to the accident, such “conduct is unacceptable.” 
The controller had handed off the monitoring of the 
small plane involved in the collision to another air- 
port shortly before the plane collided with a tour 
helicopter. 

The two employees, who were not identified, were 
placed on administrative leave with pay. The FAA 
said it has begun disciplinary proceedings against 
the pair. Three members of a Pennsylvania fam- 
ily on the plane and five Italian tourists and a pilot 


on the helicopter were killed when the two stricken 
aircraft plunged into the river. 

The FAA said the supervisor also was not in the 
building at the time, as required. 

The controller had cleared the small plane, a 
single-engine Piper, for takeoff and then made a 
personal call to a woman, said sources familiar 
with the investigation, who asked not to be named 
because they weren’t authorized to speak publicly. 

While still on the phone, the controller handed 
off the Piper to the control tower at Newark Liberty 
International Airport, which monitors low-flying 
air traffic over the Hudson but doesn’t actively try 
to keep aircraft separated, they said. The controller 
was still on the phone when the accident occurred. 
This sequence of events lasted only a few minutes. 

National Transportation Safety Board and FAA 
investigators learned of the telephone conversa- 
tion earlier this week while examining recordings 
of telephone calls on a landline phone in the tower 
that controllers use to communicate with other 
parts of the Teterboro Airport. The employee made 
his personal call on that landline. 

Air traffic controllers are expected to be alert 
at all times while on duty and typically are given 
about a 15-minute break roughly every two hours 
for that reason.

New York City skies have long history of close calls in midair

NEW YORK — When a plane 
collided with a helicopter over the 
Hudson River last week, it was 
only the second time in decades 
that crowded skies near Manhat- 
tan led to a midair crash. 

But an Associated Press re- 
view of pilots’ safety reports 
found many more near-misses 


in the airspace in recent years, 
including several near the Statue 
of Liberty. 

Almost all the incidents in- 
volved small aircraft flying at 
low altitude in an area where 
pilots pick their own routes and 
watch for conflicts without help 
from air traffic controllers. 

In 2006, the pilot of a prop 
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plane headed south for a sight- 
seeing swing around the Statue 
of Liberty said he may have in- 
advertently passed just 50 feet 
above a helicopter flying a simi- 
lar route. 

In 1998, the pilot of an air taxi 
headed to LaGuardia Airport re- 
ported that he came within 200 
feet to 300 feet of being clipped 
by a Cessna. 

One pilot complained about a 
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harrowing 1996 flight down the 
Hudson to his home airport in 
Linden, N.J. He had three close 
calls in 20 minutes. 

“Do we need another midair 
before the FAA ... gets its act to- 
gether,” he wrote. 

Pilots provided the accounts 
of near-misses through the Avia- 
tion Safety Reporting System, 
which allows fliers and air traf- 
fic controllers to voluntarily and 
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anonymously disclose incidents 
they felt involved a safety risk. 

A database of those reports 
reviewed included at least 11 
incidents filed since 1990 that 
described aircraft coming close 
over the Hudson. 

There were additional close 
calls between helicopters and 
planes reported in 2001, 2000, 
1995, 1994 and 1996. 
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Extra crews to battle Calif. wildfires 


More firefighters, better weather 
help keep blazes from spreading

DAVENPORT, Calif. — Crews 
battling wildfires across Califor- 
nia are getting more manpower 
and some help from Mother 
Nature after the blazes forced 
thousands of people to leave 
their homes in the Santa Cruz 
Mountains. 

The Lockheed Fire, which has 
been burning since Wednesday, 
blackened about 2,800 acres — or 
4.4 square miles — in Santa Cruz 
County, according to the Califor- 
nia Department of Forestry and 
Fire Protection. 

Authorities ordered a manda- 
tory evacuation Thursday for 
the entire community of Bonny 
Doon, which has about 2,000 resi- 
dents and several wineries, as the 
fire threatened more than 1,000 
homes and other buildings. 

The blaze, about 10 miles north

of the coastal city of Santa Cruz, 
was burning in “rural, inacces- 
sible, steep terrain with vegeta- 
tion that has been stressed by the 
drought,” CalFire spokeswoman 
Julie Hutchinson said. 

It was about three miles from 
the site of last June’s Martin Fire, 
which burned 520 acres and de- 
stroyed 11 buildings in Bonny 
Doon. 

The area’s rugged terrain and 
limited access was making it dif- 
ficult for the hundreds of fire- 
fighters currently at the scene, 
CalFire spokesman Mike Mohler 
said, but more firefighters, six 
helicopters and six fixed-wing 
aircraft were expected Friday. 

Higher humidity from over- 
night forecasts of fog, and light 
wind was also welcome news to 
ground crews that Mohler told 
the Monterey Herald would be 
concentrating on keeping the fire 
from spreading.

“Tt was burning within the inte- 
rior of where the fire is,” Mohler 
said. “The fire didn’t move for- 
ward It’s absolutely great 
news.” 
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There were no reports of in- 
juries related to the fire, whose 
cause is under investigation, Cal- 
Fire spokesman Daniel Berlant 
said. 


Resident Nancy Macallister 
said she was disappointed about 
the mandatory evacuation but 
added that officials were “trying 
to keep people safe.

Refugees welcomed in America, but branded as terrorists

WASHINGTON — Almost every day 
for three years, prison guards at one of 
Saddam Hussein’s most notorious pris- 
ons tortured Sami Alkarim. 

Now, in a cruel twist of fate, the ac- 
complished Iraqi artist is being treated 
like a terrorist by the U.S., the country 
where he sought refuge. 

U.S. officials have told him they can’t 
give him permanent residency in Den- 
ver because of messenger work he did as 
a teenager for the same political party 
that counts the current prime minister 
of Iraq as a member. 

Alkarim’s problems have their roots 
in post-Sept. 11 anti-terrorism laws that 
the Obama and Bush administrations 
vowed to fix. 

Despite that pledge, the number of 
people who have been told their requests 
for refugee status, asylum or green 
cards won’t be processed because of the 
laws has risen from 5,304 in December 
to 7,286 in June. 

The broad language of the Patriot Act 
and other laws bars refugees and asy- 
lum seekers from living and working in 
the U.S. if they supported or were mem- 
bers of an armed group in their home- 
lands. They are considered terrorists 
or supporters of terrorists even if they 
opposed dictators or helped the U.S. 
government. 

Although Congress has attempted to 
give the executive branch the power to 
grant waivers in such cases, the Obama 


administration, like the Bush admin- 
istration before it, has yet to set up an 
efficient way to handle them, refugee 
advocates say. 

“As far as I can tell, the situation has 
only grown worse,” said Thomas Rag- 
land, a former Justice Department law- 
yer attorney who now represents several 
immigrants affected by the laws. Rag- 
land’s clients include an Iraqi, an Ethio- 
pian, a Nepali and a Burmese. 

Department of Homeland Security of- 
ficials in charge of reviewing the matter 
declined a request for an interview. 

Matthew Chandler, a DHS spokes- 
man, said the department has granted 
more than 10,500 waivers to people af- 
fected by the laws, proof that the cases 
aren’t being ignored. 

“While the department views this 
achievement as significant, we also un- 
derstand that a more efficient authoriza- 
tion process than the one that has been 
in place would reach even more people,” 
he said. 

DHS is working with other agencies, 
such as the State Department, to come 
up with a solution that also would weigh 
U.S. security interests, he said. 

Immigrants and their lawyers, how- 
ever, remain mystified by the govern- 
ment’s inability to cut through the red 
tape to eliminate such problems. Many 
of the waivers were given to Burmese 
refugees, while other worthy refugees 
and asylum seekers are overlooked, ad- 
vocates said. 

“T can’t tell how much of this madness 
is policy and how much of it is just mad- 


ness,” said Anwen Hughes, the senior 
counsel for Human Rights First’s Refu- 
gee Protection Program. 

Previously, immigrants who were 
denied a green card after being given 
asylum were told they wouldn’t be de- 
ported. Officials said their cases would 
eventually be resolved. 

However, the DHS began recently 
sending some immigrants letters in- 
forming them that the agency intends 
to revoke their asylum. As a result, they 
would be deported. 

The cases include immigrants who 
were granted asylum after fleeing Zim- 
babwe as members of the Movement for 
Democratic Change, the main opponent 
of autocrat Robert Mugabe. In June, 
President Barack Obama met with the 
leader of the party, Morgan Tsvangirai, 
and praised him for his courage. 

Some of the most startling stories 
involve Iraqis — some of whom have 
worked for the U.S. government under 
threat of death and now could have 
even more to fear as U.S. troops are 
redeployed. 

In one recent case, a middle-aged 
Iraqi mother of two teenagers was 
deemed a terrorist and barred refuge in 
the U.S. despite her work for the State 
Department as an economic develop- 
ment adviser. 

Anna, as she is known by her Ameri- 
can colleagues, is seen as a supporter of 
terrorism because of her work for the 
Patriotic Union of Kurdistan, a main- 
stream Iraqi political party that the cur- 
rent president of Iraq belongs to. She’s 


no longer active in the party. 

Anonymous callers have warned her 
that they’d take revenge for her work for 
the U.S. government. 

Now, she wonders in a phone call from 
Iraq punctuated by sirens and static, 
“What will be my future?” 

Army Lt. Col. Dennis Chapman, who 
worked with her when he was the chief 
of a military transition team in the 
Kurdish region of Iraq, said he doesn’t 
understand why the U.S. government 
would reject someone who has proved to 
be an ally in need of help. 

“Tt’s an absurd finding,” he said. “It 
deprives the word ‘terrorism’ of any 
meaning.” 

Alkarim, who fled as a refugee to the 
U.S. in February 2001, can’t work or 
travel, even though his wife and chil- 
dren have already become U.S. citizens. 

Recently, Alkarim’s artwork was se- 
lected to be shown at Italy’s Biennial of 
Florence, which bills itself as one of the 
largest exhibition of contemporary art 
in the world. 

His abstract expressionist paintings 
were considered subversive by Saddam 
Hussein’s regime — one of the reasons 
he was imprisoned. 

His artwork will be displayed in De- 
cember without him, however, because 
he doesn’t have his green card. He said 
he also has had to turn down invita- 
tions to galleries in Switzerland, Dubai, 
France and London. 

“Tt would be an honor to represent 
the United States,” the 43-year-old said. 
“But I can’t say I’m American.”

Pee-wee’s

Oh, 
and that laugh. Pee-wee Herman is 
back and his creator, Paul Reubens, is 
overjoyed — and more than a little bit 
nervous. 

“T’ve put part of him away for a long 
time, but part of him has always been 
here with me,” the soft-spoken actor 
said in an interview from his home 
in L.A. “I think it will be like riding a 
bike — which is not a bad analogy for 
Pee-wee, by the way.” 

But he added: “I have some fear 
that he won’t be funny after all this 
time. I don’t want to ruin it.” 

After a hiatus of close to 20 years, 
Reubens announced that he would be 
playing Pee-wee in a new stage show 
in Hollywood. The production, titled 
“The Pee-wee Herman Show” and 
set to run Nov. 19-29, is a re-imagined 
version of the actor’s original theatri- 
cal show of the same name that began 
in 1981. It played at the Roxy in L.A. 
for five months in the early ’80s and 
helped bring Pee-wee national recog- 
nition, including an HBO special and 
the 1985 film “Pee-wee’s Big Adven- 
ture,” directed by Tim Burton. 

The show will feature the same 
story line as the original: Pee-wee, a 
nerdy man-child with a colorful me- 
nagerie of anthropomorphic friends, 
is granted a wish to learn to fly but 
gives the wish away, much to his 
eventual regret. Reubens said he has 
revised parts of the story to include 
new songs as well as characters from 
his popular CBS television series, 
“Pee-wee’s Playhouse.” 

In one notable change, a character 
played on stage by the late comedian 
Phil Hartman has been replaced with 
another character. “I didn’t want to be 
looking at someone else playing Phil’s 
part,” Reubens, 56, said. 

Among the characters familiar 
from the TV series that will appear on 
stage will be Pee-wee’s talking chair, 
Chairry, and his friend Pterri, the 
pterodactyl. 

The actor has spent the last 10 years 
mostly in guest-star roles on televi- 
sion, like his recent stint on NBC’s 
“30 Rock.” He has also acted in a few 
indie films, including “Blow” and the 
upcoming “Life During Wartime” and 
“Nailed.”

The name of the victim was not 
immediately released. 

Detective J.T. Barringer said 
police believe the boy and two sib- 
lings, ages 14 and 10, were looking 
for a phone in a bedroom when a 
backpack that contained a pistol 
was moved. 

The gun went off. Police said the 
victim was dead at the scene. 

Barringer said the gun appar- 
ently belonged to the boy’s mother. 


University using sonar 
technology to study cod 


iN DURHAM — Univer- 

sity of New Hampshire 
researchers are using multibeam 
sonar technologies to study endan- 
gered cod populations in New Eng- 
land waters. 

Multibeam sonar has been used 
to map ocean bottom characteris- 
tics, but researchers are now ap- 
plying the technology to estimate 
cod abundance and distribution. 
They say the new acoustic tech- 
nology allows them to cover larger 
areas at a reduced cost because all 
the work is conducted remotely. 

Acoustic surveys can also elimi- 
nate the unintended mortality of 
fish that occurs during trawling. 
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Museum gets lifeboat 
from pirate rescue 


F WEST PALM BEACH 

— A Florida museum 
dedicated to Navy SEAL history 
will receive the lifeboat where a 
sea captain captured by Somali 
pirates was held and eventually 
rescued. 

The National Navy UDT-SEAL 
Museum in Fort Pierce is sched- 
uled to get the 20-foot lifeboat, still 
battered and full of broken glass. 

U.S. Navy snipers shot dead 
three of Capt. Richard Phillips’s 
captors in April, ending a stand- 
off that began several days earlier 
when his cargo ship surrendered 
to Somali pirates. Phillips was 
hailed as a hero after offering 
himself as a hostage. 

The lifeboat is bright orange 
and relatively large, with a round 
shape and enclosed top. 


Man in decapitating 
horse case to go to trial 


C A RIVERSIDE — A Cali- 

fornia man accused of 
decapitating his horse with a chain 
saw has been ordered to stand trial 
on animal cruelty charges. 

A Riverside Superior Court 
judge said there was enough 
evidence to try 64-year-old Jack 
Ziniuk, according to The Press- 
Enterprise newspaper. 

Prosecutors said Ziniuk hit his 
horse in the head with a sledge- 
hammer and decapitated it in the 
remote mountain community of 
Anza. 

Ziniuk has pleaded not guilty. 
He said he loved the horse named 
Grizzle and that the animal was 
already dead. A vet pathologist de- 
termined the horse was still alive 
when it was decapitated. 


Ex-N.Y. teacher faces 
prison for molestation 


SYRACUSE — A former 

music teacher at an On- 
ondaga Indian reservation school 
is scheduled to be sentenced for 
molesting a female student. 

Albert Scerbo of Clay faces up 
to seven years in prison when he’s 
sentenced in Syracuse. 

The 47-year-old Scerbo was 
convicted in early June of one 
felony count of first-degree sexual 
abuse and a misdemeanor charge 
of endangering the welfare of 
a child. The Onondaga County 
Court judge who presided over his 
nonjury trial found him guilty of 
molesting a 7-year-old girl in Au- 
gust 2007 at the Onondaga Nation 
school just south of Syracuse. 

The same judge set aside Scer- 
bo’s earlier conviction because of 
juror misconduct, leading to the 
retrial. 


Massachusetts man 
dies in ‘police’ shooting

WASHINGTON 
oward Lederer, aka “the Profes- 
sor,” is a professional poker player, 
not a gambler. If Congress will ac- 

knowledge this distinction, it will rectify 
one of its recent mistakes. 

In 2006, Congress, cloaking cunning 
with moralizing, effectively outlawed In- 
ternet gambling by making it illegal for 
banks or credit-card companies to pro- 
cess payments to online gambling opera- 
tions. This was more than moral pork for 
social conservatives. It also blocked online 
competitors from poaching gamblers from 
the nation’s most aggressive promoters of 
gambling — state governments. They are 
increasingly addicted to revenues raised 
by lotteries — the 42 states that have lotter- 
ies spent $520 million in 2007 promoting 
them — and from taxation of other legal 
gambling. The law exempted Internet state 
lotteries and two powerful and vocal inter- 
ests — online betting on horse racing and 
some fantasy sports betting online. 

Having turned gambling, which once 
was treated as a sin, into a social policy, 
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government looks unusually silly crimi- 
nalizing online forms of it. Granted, some 
people gamble excessively (although not 
nearly as many people as eat excessively). 
Granted, gambling becomes addictive to 
a small minority (although it is not nearly 
as addictive 
as smoking 
and drink- 
ing). Granted, 
gambling is 
morally dubi- 
ous when it is 
only the un- 
productive pursuit of wealth without work 
(although gambling is productive of plea- 
sure for tens of millions of Americans for 
whom it is a frequent pastime). But never 
mind whether government should try to 
tightly circumscribe a ubiquitous human 
activity that generally harms nobody. 

That is beside the point Lederer and the 
Poker Players Alliance are toiling to make, 
which is that by sweeping online poker 
into its proscription of online gambling, 
Congress committed a category mistake. 
Congress, Lederer thinks, should revisit 
the work of John von Neumann (1903-57), 
the Hungarian-born mathematician who, 
after working for the Manhattan Project 
on implosion design for the atomic bomb, 
became a defense intellectual specializing 
in the relevance of game theory to strate- 
gic thinking. Chess involves logic; roulette 
involves probability theory. Poker involves 
logic, probability and something perti- 
nent to military and diplomatic strategy 
— bluffing. 

“Theory of Parlor Games” (1928) and, 
with Oskar Morgenstern, “Theory of 
Games and Economic Behavior” (1944) es- 
tablished the field of game theory. Another 
of today’s leading professional poker play- 
ers, Chris Ferguson, is the son of a mother 
who is a mathematician and a father who 
teaches game theory at UCLA. 

When you play chess, Lederer says, there 
is symmetry of information: Both players 
have all the information provided by the lo- 
cation of the pieces on the board, and both 
are equally ignorant of the opponent’s in- 
tentions. A computer can be programmed

of poker, wherein your opponents’ cards 
are concealed. 

Lederer is confident that a brain scan 
of someone playing poker would reveal a 
lit-up frontal lobe, but the lobe of someone 
watching television would show up cool 
blue. A poker 
player — un- 
like someone 
playing rou- 
lette, a_ lot- 
tery or “video 
poker” (which 
Lederer says 
is a misnomer; it is a game of chance gov- 
erned by a machine) — is trying to apply 
skill, acquired by experience, to increase 
the probability of winning each hand. 

The son of an English teacher at St. 
Paul’s School in New Hampshire, Lederer 
decided to spend a year studying chess be- 
fore matriculating at Columbia University. 
Instead, he discovered poker. He started 
at Columbia but left, reasoning that he had 
found his vocation. He has won about $5 
million. 

But what is his stake in decriminalizing 
online poker? After all, he plays much more 
on green felt-covered tables than online. 
His interest is threefold. First, his libertar- 
ian temperament — he lives in Las Vegas, 
where almost anything goes — is offended 
by mother-hen government. Second, he 
wants as many people as possible to have 
access to poker’s delights. Third, the more 
poker players there are, the larger will be 
the ranks of competitors, and the television 
audiences, for professional poker competi- 
tions. Hence the larger will be the potential 
winnings. This year, Lederer says, there 
were 6,494 competitors in the World Series 
of Poker Main Event, down about 1,000 
from 2006, largely because more players 
used to win their $10,000 entry fee in on- 
line tournaments. 

It is a poker skill to know when to hold 
‘em and when to fold ‘em. Congress prob- 
ably should fold its interference with Inter- 
net gambling, and certainly should get its 
10 thumbs off Americans’ freedom to exer- 
cise their poker skills online.

All over but the shouting?

When you go to hear elected officials 
or political candidates discuss the issues 
of the day, be polite as well as respectful 
of others attending the event. Feel free to 
be — and in fact we encourage you to be 
— challenging, assertive and skeptical of 
what you hear. Make the officeholders and 
candidates talk with you, not at you. That’s 
good for democracy. 

What’s bad for democracy is screaming 
at, shouting down or in any way discourag- 
ing conversation. ... Here’s an ... example, 
taken from a memo from the Tea Party 
Patriots, a group that wants members to 
harass Democratic lawmakers: “Be disrup- 
tive early and often.

The goal is to 
rattle him, get him off his prepared script 
and agenda. If he says something outra- 
geous, stand up and shout out and sit right 
back down. Look for these opportunities 
before he even takes questions.” 

There’s a bad idea. These tactics are not 
productive and probably won’t change any 
minds. So how about if we try to show each 
other as well as our elected leaders, love 
‘em or hate ’em, a little respect? 


It appears all bets off on taxes

Much as we hate to be the bearer of bad 
news, we think you ought to know. 

No, we haven’t forgotten the president’s 
oft-repeated campaign promise not to raise 
your taxes.

Failure to heed that message may 
turn out to be the deciding factor in wheth- 
er health care reform succeeds this time. 


‘Reparative therapy’ damaging 
Chicago Sun-Times 

There’s nothing like a dry research 
paper to help clear up the sexiest and most 
controversial of topics. 

With a 138-page report to back them up, 
the American Psychological Association 
this month declared that mental health 
professionals should not tell their gay cli- 
ents that they can become straight through 
therapy or other treatments. ... 

We doubt this will dissuade die-hard 
proponents of “reparative therapy,” but we 
applaud the APA for taking a sober look at 
the topic — and for coming out strongly 
against it. The group has long espoused 
the view that homosexuality is normal. But 
this declaration, we hope, will reach gay 
people who are considering this discred- 
ited therapy and will lend more authority 
to the therapists who reject it. 

The association also gets credit for care- 
fully examining the difficult conflict be- 
tween a person’s sexual orientation and his 
or her religious views, which often leads 
gays to seek out such therapies. ... Thera- 
pists are urged to respect their client’s reli- 
gious views and to help them explore ways 
to live a spiritually meaningful life, includ- 
ing choosing celibacy. But the APA didn’t 
back down on the conversion question, 
urging therapists to address “the reality” 
of a client’s “sexual orientation.” 

The APA was respectful when it mat- 
tered — both to a range of religious views 
and to the facts. 


Consider intent of ‘sexters’ 
The (Lakeland, Fla.) Ledger 
“Sexting” — sending sexually provoca- 
tive photos via cell phone or e-mail — is 
hardly an innocent pastime. Yet teens who 
engage in this risky behavior often have 


no harmful intent, no clue to the potential 
consequences, and no idea that they may 
be committing a crime. 

Their exhibitionism should not be con- 
doned. But when it is not intentionally ex- 
ploitative, it should not be prosecuted as 
felony child pornography. 

Unfortunately, too many communities 
are doing exactly that. In Pennsylvania, for 
example, a district attorney is threatening 
to file child pornography charges against 
three girls, pictured partially clad, in pho- 
tos from a slumber party. ... 

In such circumstances, a pornography 
charge is not warranted. It is an overreac- 
tion that subjects these children to humili- 
ation, fear, legal expense and a criminal 
record. What is needed is a more sensible 
response that offers juvenile first offenders 
a life lesson without destroying their lives.

was the perspective 
| of the young Ameri- 
can who was on the 
other end of the rifle. 
Occasionally a_ se- 
nior officer, acting 
as an Army spokesperson, would provide 
a sterile recounting of the Army’s under- 
standing of the chain of events, but very 
rarely have we heard from the men on 
the ground. This void in the coverage is 
unfortunate, because it denies the world 
a full understanding of the circumstances 
and provides fertile ground for unfounded 
criticism of our strategies, our tactics, and 
our soldiers. 

This deficit in full disclosure compels 
me to share my personal experience with 
this ugly issue. I hope that, by recounting 
the circumstances and thoughts of the men 
directly involved in the accidental killing 
of three Iraqi men, I can provide a more 
complete comprehension of how an Ameri- 
can soldier comes to shoot a civilian. While 
each story is distinct and I cannot profess 
to have a full understanding of every civil- 
ian shooting event, I think the events that 
led to this incident in 2005 are reasonably 
representative of the ambiguous and fran- 
tic nature of the moments that lead to an 
unintended killing. 

On Oct. 11, 2005, I was a reconnaissance 
company commander in Abu Ghraib, just 
west of Baghdad. It was mid-evening as 
I stood in my command post, reviewing 
patrol reports, when the radio came alive 
with “Phantom Main this is Green 1. Con- 
tact, Out!” The transmission was barely in- 
telligible over the staccato roar of machine 
guns. One of my platoon-sized patrols was 
in a fight. I immediately ordered another 
platoon to prepare to move out in support 
and yelled for my first sergeant. I contin- 
ued to monitor the situation by portable 
radio as I donned my gear and moved to 
the relief platoon’s staging point. As we 
were loading the gun-trucks, the patrol 
leader in contact reported his situation: 
“Sporadic gunfire from Swordhouse (an 
Iraqi outpost). One sedan engaged and 
halted after the occupants fired at us while 
charging the patrol. No U.S. casualties. No 
further contact, Over.” 
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A Hunvwee from C Troop, 1-71 Cavalry Regiment (Reconnaissance, Surveillance and Target Acquisition) races around stalled 
Baghdad traffic while moving to support an ambushed engineer unit in December 2005. Two months earlier near Abu Ghraib, 
U.S. troops returning from patrol heard gunfire and saw what looked like muzzle flashes from a car accelerating toward them. 


I breathed a sigh of relief that my boys 
were all right and hoped that they had 
killed a known bad guy. 

By the time I arrived at the scene with 
the reinforcing platoon — about 15 min- 
utes later — all shooting had stopped, but 
things were clearly wrong. The patrol 
leader seemed agitated and confused as 
he explained the situation to me: “Sir, we 
were coming in [from patrolling] and, as 
we crossed onto the highway, we heard 
gunfire. When I looked down the road, a 
car was accelerating towards us and there 
were muzzle flashes coming from it. The 
gunners opened 
up and engaged 
until the vehicle 
stopped. I called 
‘Cease fire’ and 
we moved in to 
clear the car... but 
we can’t find any 
guns. I know they 
were shooting!” 

I walked over to the car and looked inside 
for any sign of weapons or shell casings. 
Inside of the car was a disturbing exam- 
ple of the brutal effectiveness of modern 
weaponry. Three men were very dead, two 
in the front seat and one in the back. The 
man in the back had clearly tried to duck 
onto the floorboards for cover but this ges- 
ture proved futile. There was no evidence 
of weapons. 

I ordered a detailed search of the car and 
its path toward the patrol in hopes that the 
weapon had been tossed from the car. 

One of the patrol’s gunners told me that 
he thought that the Iraqis had also shot at 
the car while it was charging them. As my 
men searched the area, I went to talk to the 
Iraqi commander. 

When I entered Swordhouse, I found 
that the officer in charge was a lieutenant 
colonel and that he was upset that my men 
“didn’t try to get the sniper.” I was confused 
and asked him to explain. He informed me 
that, as my patrol entered the area, some- 
one began shooting south, across the high- 
way, at the Swordhouse. His men returned 
fire but my patrol never maneuvered 


against the insurgent gunman. I explained 
that my men were unaware of the gunman 
but had engaged the car. 

I asked him if any of his men had seen 
gunfire from the car during the gunfight. 
After consulting with his men, the Iraqi re- 
ported that they had not. The car had been 
traveling toward my patrol on the highway 
when it stopped about 500 yards short (a 
common practice to allow U.S. combat ve- 
hicles to merge). At this point, the fire on 
the Swordhouse began. Because drive-by 
shootings and rocketing were common 
(occurring near daily), the Iraqi machine-

gunners engaged the car with several short 
bursts before realizing that the stopped car 
was not the source of the gunfire. 

Suddenly it was clear to me: The Iraqis 
had engaged the car, prompting the driv- 
er to accelerate, fleeing the machine-gun 
fire. My men heard the gunfire, saw the 
car accelerating toward them, and saw the 
flashes as Iraqi tracer rounds burst when 
they struck the car. Through night-vision 
goggles the tracer flaring would have re- 
sembled muzzle flashes. With seconds be- 
fore the car reached them, my men were 
forced to make a life-or-death decision. All 
of the information available told them that 
they were under attack and they responded 
as they were trained. 

I returned to the platoon and explained 
the missing pieces to the patrol leader. For 
a few seconds I saw grief wash over his 
face and fear of the coming consequences 
begin to dawn before he pushed it off, using 
his responsibilities in the present as a dis- 
traction. “Sir, what do you want me to do?” 

Over the next 48 hours I briefed the bat- 
talion commander, we took statements, 
and the first sergeant had the chaplain 


come down to talk with the men individu- 
ally. The commander appointed an inves- 
tigating officer who, over the next week, 
came to the same understanding of the 
evening’s events as I: The confusion result- 
ing from the attack on Swordhouse created 
a situation that the members of my patrol 
misinterpreted as an attack on them. The 
patrol’s response, while tragic, was appro- 
priate and in accordance with the rules of 
engagement. 

No disciplinary action was recommend- 
ed or taken. On their own accord, my men 
located the families of the victims, apolo- 
gized, and delivered 
the Army’s condo- 
lence payments. All 
of the men in that 
patrol soldiered on 
for another seven 
months, patrolling 
and fighting daily, 
but some had great 
difficulty coming to 
terms with the events of that evening. 

This recounting is not intended as a 
“war story.” I hope it presents a different 
perspective on this type of incident. The 
American soldier who is involved in such 
a shooting is often lost within the impos- 
ing figure wearing body armor, a rifle 
and dark shades. He is, in reality, a young 
man, often thrust into chaotic and ter- 
rifying circumstances, who is trying his 
best to do his job, defend his buddies, and 
get home alive. I hope that now, when you 
see a reporter interviewing a crying fam- 
ily on television, you will remember that 
there may be a matching soldier crying 
somewhere also.

PORTLAND, Ore. — It may feel pushy or even 
rude, but haggling is becoming much more wide- 
spread — and acceptable. 

About 72 percent of American consumers have 
asked for a lower price on their purchases in the past 
few months, according to consumer survey organiza- 
tion American Research Group. They were success- 
ful about 80 percent of the time. 

That’s significantly more negotiating — with bet- 
ter results — than in prior years. 

Businesses are more willing to bargain now that 
sales are down, experts say. So here are few tips on 
how to save on everything from shirts to televisions: 


1. Prepare yourself 


Your first and most effective step is to research 
your potential purchase. Information about the prod- 
uct, its features and pricing around town and online 
can be leveraged in negotiations. And you’ll know 
what your options are if you want to walk away. 

Max Edison, a former pawnbroker and the author 
of “How to Haggle,” recommends checking reviews 
and prices at Amazon, eBay and other Web sites. 

“eBay is the New York Stock Exchange of new and 
used products,” Edison said. 


2. Practice your pitch 


If you are nervous or embarrassed about haggling, 
rehearse your approach, either in your head or for 
real. Try a garage sale, where the stakes are lower, 
said Tom Hayman, owner and CEO of Negotiation 
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Customers shop at Blush Boutique in Miami. 
Some experts say many retailers are more willing 
to bargain now that their sales are down. 


Expertise, a negotiation training company. 
“The biggest obstacle to overcome is the reluc- 
tance to even ask,” Hayman said. 


3. Be polite 


Keep the interaction friendly. Most people prefer 
doing business with people they like, and negotia- 
tions tend to break down when people get combative. 
Remember this is a business deal that can benefit 
both parties: They want to sell something and you 
want to buy it, just at a lower price. 


Haggling can be as subtle as asking if the item will 
go on sale soon, offering to buy a display model or 
asking, “Can you do any better than that?” 


4. Choose carefully 


Don’t haggle for gasoline, groceries or cigarettes 
as a rule, Edison said. Pick items with a higher 
markup because fatter margins give the retailer 
more wiggle room. Items on close-out may also be 
up for discussion because retailers usually want to 
clear them out. 

Also pick the right person to bargain with; the 
salesperson on the floor may not have the power to 
cut you a deal when a manager might. 


5. Show what you know 


You have the facts to back up your negotiating 
stance. So let your sparring partner know if you can 
get a better deal next door; he or she might match it. 
If there is a ding on the door or a stain on the collar, 
point that out and wait for a counteroffer. It’s hard to 
argue against something concrete. 


6. Use your pull 


Recognize the leverage you have. You can offer to 
pay cash to save retailers the fee they pay to your 
credit card company. Or ask if buying more than one 
item will help lower the price; they may be willing 
to work out a better deal if you offer to buy a dryer 
along with that washer. 

Be prepared to walk away, but be aware that you’re 
weakening your position significantly if you need to 
come back. 
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Dear Liz: I began paying down 
my debt six months ago and have 
paid off $10,000 so far. I sub- 
scribed to a credit score tracking 
system through a free offer and 
was told my credit score was in 
the 670 range most of the time. 
When I applied for a mortgage 
loan recently, however, the bank 
told me my middle score was 
only 612. One credit bu- 
reau said my score was 
just 590! How is this 
possible? 

Answer: There are 
many different credit 
scoring formulas avail- 
able today, but the one 
used by most mortgage 
lenders is the FICO. 
You have FICO scores 
from each of the three 
bureaus, and mortgage 
lenders typically use the 
middle of those three 
scores to determine your 
rates and terms. 

Unfortunately, many of the 
companies hawking “alternative” 
scores don’t make it clear to their 
customers that they’re not see- 
ing a FICO score. The confusion 
is compounded by the fact that 
your credit scores, including your 
FICOs, change all the time, and 
lenders also use somewhat dif- 
ferent versions of the FICO scor- 
ing formula, which can produce 
somewhat different results. 

Still, for a score that’s closest 
to what your lender will see and

use, you want FICOs. You can 
buy your FICO scores for two of 
the three bureaus at MyFico.com. 
Unfortunately, Experian no lon- 
ger sells FICO scores to consum- 
ers, although it continues to sell 
them to lenders. That means you 
can no longer know in advance 
what rate you qualify for, since 
you can’t know what your middle 
score is until your lender 
gets all three. 

Dear Liz: ’'m 59 and 
unemployed. My hus- 
band, who is turning 65 
in July, recently lost his 
job as well. We’ve saved 
about $12,000 for emer- 
gencies and have a cou- 
ple of 401(k) accounts 
totaling about $110,000. 
My husband receives 
about $1,800 a month 
from Social Security 
and a pension. We’re not 
too hopeful about find- 
ing jobs at our ages and in our 
area. 

Should we begin drawing on 
the 401(k)s for income to pay our 
bills after the savings run out, or 
should we seek credit counseling 
to reduce our consumer debt? 
I’m scared of what our future 
holds and worried about losing 
my insurance coverage through 
COBRA after the subsidy runs 
out. 

Answer: You didn’t say how 
much consumer debt you have or 
what your monthly expenses are, 
but the fact that you’re thinking 
of tapping your relatively small 
retirement stash indicates you’re 
probably in deep trouble. 

A debt management plan 
through credit counseling will 
work only if you have the extra 
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income to pay off your credit 
cards over the next five years. If 
you don’t, bankruptcy may be the 
better option. 

Dear Liz: I took advantage of a 
4.99 percent fixed-rate balance 
transfer offer a couple of years 
ago. I just received a notice from 
the issuer that it was increasing 
my minimum payment from 2 
percent to 5 percent. Clearly, I’m 
not profitable enough, and now 
it’s seeking to get rid of me fast! 
Suggestions? 

Answer: Many _ borrowers 
who have low fixed rates will 
probably lose them or see their 
terms change in coming months 
as credit card issuers cope with 
higher defaults and new federal 
regulations. 

You have several options, none 
of which you’! like: 

m You can pay off your balance 
at the new, faster rate, which will 
get you out of debt fairly quickly 
while preserving your current 
rate (unless your issuer changes 
its mind about that, too). 

m You can transfer your bal- 
ance to another low-rate offer, 
which probably won’t be fixed 
and may not last very long. 

@ You can default on your debt 
if you can’t afford the payments, 
which would trash your credit. 

™@ You can learn that carrying 
credit card balances always has 
been and always will be a suck- 
er’s game.

Economy may be 
improving, but jobs 
are still hard to find

WASHINGTON — U.S. em- 
ployers who have cut jobs over 
the past year are in no hurry to 
start hiring again just because 
the recession is tapering off. 

From a North Carolina ma- 
chine maker to an Oregon heat- 
ing-and-cooling company, small 
business owners Say they need to 
see several months of rising sales 
before they start adding staff. 

Because labor is the biggest 
expense for most companies, 
that kind of caution is typical at 
the end of reces- 
sions. After the 


steeled themselves for the worst, 
laying off workers, cutting hours, 
imposing unpaid furloughs and 
cutting benefits. 

Now that the economy is begin- 
ning to recover, some companies 
will find there are cheaper alter- 
natives to bringing in new full- 
time workers. For example, they 
can increase the hours worked by 
the employees they already have. 
Right now, the average workweek 
is 33.1 hours, near a record low. 

More significantly, businesses 
in this recession have managed to 
produce just as much with fewer 
workers. From April through 

June, productiv- 
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may not return 

to healthy levels 

until 2013. Companies have been 
slashing workers’ hours, squeez- 
ing more work out of the employ- 
ees who are left and relying on 
cheaper temporary staffers to fill 
the gaps. 

In North Carolina, a company 
called Power Curbers, which 
makes barriers and curbs for 
subdivisions, is finally breaking 
even after shedding 35 percent of 
its staff. The owner, Dyke Mess- 
inger, plans no more cuts. 

Yet, he is wary of adding to the 
staff, which now numbers about 
80. First he wants to see new 
orders. 

“When you look out and see 
that the country has stabilized, 
that gives you confidence that 
you can hold on to everybody 
that you’ve got,” he said. “But we 
will be very hesitant to hire until 
business turns up.” 

When the economic crisis 
struck last fall, many employers 


job market even 
more dismal for 
the unemployed. 

“There’s a lot of wiggle room 
before [companies] actually need 
to hire a new worker,” said Dan- 
iel J. Meckstroth, chief economist 
for the Manufacturers Alliance/ 
MAPI, an industry research 
group. 

A month or two of hopeful eco- 
nomic news doesn’t impress Te- 
resa Penhall, who runs a small 
heating-and-air company called 
Absolute Comfort in Klamath 
Falls, Ore. The housing collapse 
forced her to lay off two work- 
ers. Now, it’s just Penhall and her 
husband. 

The workload would have to 
double before the company hires 
again, Penhall said. But she 
doesn’t see much demand for big 
work these days — just modest re- 
pair jobs on old air conditioners. 

“People are calling us — not by 
choice but because they are hot,” 
she said.

DALLAS — When comic book store owner 
Dave Luebke heard that after 67 years, the 
carrot-topped everyman of the comic world, 
Archie, was proposing to va-va-voomy rich 
girl Veronica instead of girl-next-door Betty, 
he decided to protest by selling his copy of the 
series’ rare first issue. 

Luebke’s Archie Comics No. 1 is expected to 
sell for around $30,000 when Dallas’ Heritage 
Auction Galleries offers it Friday. 

“Betty is it. Not Veronica,” said Luebke, 
whose Richmond, Va., store has more than 1 
million comics in stock. “This is serious.” 

And, he said, 99 percent of his custom- 
ers agree that perky, blond Betty is the clear 
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choice over shiny dark-haired Veronica in the 
seemingly never-ending love triangle. 

“Tt’s amazing how many stories they’ve got- 
ten out of this over the years,” said Barry San- 
doval, Heritage director of operations of the 
comics division. 

The Archie Comics Web site shows Archie 
proposing to Veronica on bended knee on the 
cover of No. 600, which hits comic book stores 
Wednesday. That begins a six-issue story arc 
that takes place in the future — when the per- 
petual high schoolers have graduated from 
college, said Victor Gorelick, editor-in-chief of 
Archie Comics. 

He said people all over the world are react- 
ing to Archie’s choice and “mostly everyone 
feels bad for Betty.” 

For those heartbroken by Archie’s choice, 
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‘Archie’ collector bemoans proposal 


Gorelick remains coy, advising: “I just tell 
them to stick with it. Read through it and 
you'll see what happens. A lot happens. A lot 
goes on.” 

The Archie Comics Web site shows the pro- 
posal issue is followed by an issue with a cover 
featuring the couple at the altar, Veronica 
proclaiming “I do!” and Archie saying “Do I 
ever!” In the next issue, twins are on the way. 

Tom Michael, a teen comics collector from 
Iola, Wis., believes all might not be what it 
seems. “I have a feeling that the last issues will 
have him asking Betty to marry him,” Michael 
said. 

Sandoval, who said Luebke’s No. 1 is in ex- 
cellent condition, suspects LuebKe’s reason for 
selling might have a bit more to do with the 
money than anger.

Aug. 16 

1920 — Cleveland shortstop Ray Chap- 
man is hit in the head by a pitch thrown 
by New York’s Carl Mays.

1989 — Tom Drees pitches his third 
no-hitter of the season for Triple-A Van- 
couver, leading the Canadians over Las 
Vegas 5-0 in the seven-inning opener 
of a doubleheader in the Pacific Coast 
League. Drees became the first pitcher in 
the PCL or the major leagues with three 
no-hitters in a year. 

1992 — Nick Price holds off a come- 
back bid by Nick Faldo with a 1-under 70 
in the final round and captures his first 
major title with a three-stroke victory in 
the PGA Championship. 

1998 — Jeff Gordon drives into the re- 
cord book, becoming the seventh driver 
in modern NASCAR history to win four 
straight races as he comes from far back 
to take the Pepsi 400. 

2006 — Roger Federer’s 55-match win- 
ning streak in North America comes to an 


end when the world’s top player is upset 
7-5, 6-4 by Britain’s Andy Murray in the 
second round of the Western & Southern 
Financial Group Masters. Federer’s pre- 
vious loss on the continent also came in 
the Cincinnati-area event, when Dominik 
Hrbaty beat him in the first round on 
Aug. 3, 2004. 

2008 — In Beijing, Michael Phelps 
touches the wall a hundredth of a sec- 
ond ahead of Serbia’s Milorad Cavic to 
win the 100-meter butterfly. The victory 
gives Phelps his seventh gold medal of 
the Beijing Games, tying Mark Spitz’s 
performance in the 1972 Munich Games. 
Usain Bolt of Jamaica runs the 100 me- 
ters in a stunning world-record time of 
9.69 seconds for a blowout victory that 
he starts celebrating a good 10 strides 
before the finish line.

NEW YORK — The woman accused 
of trying to extort $10 million from Rick 
Pitino over a sexual encounter said the 
Louisville basketball coach orchestrat- 
ed a plot to keep her silent, including a 
claim that her current husband was paid 
to marry her. 

Karen Cunagin Sypher, whose extor- 
tion charge is pending, said in Friday’s 
editions of the New York Post that Pitino, 
a married father of five, engaged her in 
2003 at a Louisville restaurant, where 
the sexual encounter is said to have 
occurred. Pitino admitted to the tryst 
Wednesday and issued a public apology. 

The Post reported that Sypher, di- 
vorced at the time, went on to claim that 
her subsequent marriage to Tim Sypher 
— Pitino’s equipment manager — was 
all part of an elaborate plot Pitino used 
to keep the incident private. 

“The feds bugged my house and put 
surveillance everywhere with Tim’s 
help,” said Karen Sypher, who is going 
through a divorce. “I now think my hus- 
band was paid to marry me.” 

Her claims in the Post story are simi- 
lar to comments contained in the police 
documents that were made public this 
week. Pitino’s attorney called Karen 
Sypher’s allegations of a plot to keep her 
silent a “complete fabrication.” 

“Karen Sypher promised that if coach 
Pitino did not pay her $10 million, she 
was going to embarrass him,” attorney 
Steve Pence said Friday. “This is part of 
that promise.” 

Pitino’s job at Louisville appears safe 
after school president James Ramsey 
said Thursday it was time to move on 
and that the coach is “our guy.” 





Man charged in Victorino dousing

Baffert joins Racing Hall of Fame 


SARATOGA SPRINGS, N.Y. — Three- 
time Kentucky Derby-winning trainer 
Bob Baffert was inducted into the Rac- 
ing Hall of Fame along with trainer Ja- 
net Eliot, jockey Eddie Maple and three 
horses.

Elliot, who primarily trained steeple- 
chase horses, is the first female trainer 
elected to the Hall of Fame and just the 
second woman. 

Maple rode 4,398 winners during a ca- 
reer that ended in 1998 after three de- 
cades.

The world’s second-ranked tennis 
player breezed to a 6-3, 6-2 victory over 
Philipp Petzschner during third-round 
play in the Rogers Cup on Thursday, in 
the first real test of the tendinitis in both 
knees that sidelined him 10 weeks. 

Nadal’s first match Wednesday night 
was cut short when opponent David Fer- 
rer retired midway through the first set 
because of a sore knee of his own. 

“The movements were a little bit bet- 
ter, but I need more matches to get the 
rhythm,” said Nadal, the tournament’s 
defending champion. 

“I need to adjust the legs and feet 
more to play some shots, but I’m very 
happy because I’m in the quarterfinals, 
which is more than I expected when I 
came here.” 

Nadal was among the eight top-ranked 
players in the world to reach the quar- 
terfinals, the first time that’s happened 
at an ATP tournament since rankings 
were introduced in 1973. They are: Rog- 
er Federer, Nadal, Andy Murray, Novak 
Djokovic, Andy Roddick, Juan Martin 
Del Porto, Jo-Wilfried Tsonga and Niko- 
lay Davydenko.

SEATTLE — If Mr. August, CC 
Sabathia, keeps pitching like this

Derek Jeter homered before 
leaving early to rest, Matsui had 
his fourth career two-home run 
game and a season-high five RBIs 
and Sabathia struck out a season- 
high 10 as New York began its 
longest road trip of the year with 
an 11-1 victory over the Seattle 
Mariners on Thursday night. 

The Yankees had a 5-0 lead one 
out into the third inning without 
Alex Rodriguez, who may also 
miss Friday’s game because of a 
bruised elbow, and without Posa- 
da, their bruised catcher who said 
he could have played. 

They didn’t need them. The 
Yankees rolled on, winning for 
the 10th time in 11 games to in- 
crease their lead in the AL East 
over the Boston Red Sox to 6?/2 
games.

“When you have pitching like 
this, you really don’t need too 
many runs,” deadpanned Jeter, 
who hit his 14th home run, then 
departed in the eighth inning to 
rest a bruised right foot. 

Sabathia (13-7) mixed a 96 mph 
fastball with sinkers and dancing 
off-speed pitches that had the 
AL’s lowest-scoring team flailing. 
He allowed just three hits and a 
solo home run in eight innings. It 
was his fifth victory in six deci- 
sions. He improved his career re- 
cord in August to 31-9. 

“T’ve been pitching ahead in the 
count,” Sabathia said. “And when 
I’m pitching ahead, I can pretty 
much put guys away.” 

Recently acquired Jerry Hair- 
ston Jr. again proved to be an 
invaluable fill-in with a double, 
single and two RBIs subbing for 
Rodriguez at third base. 

“When you can give a guy a day 
off and subs can contribute like 
that, it’s huge,” manager Joe Gi- 
rardi said, adding that it was “5S0- 
50” whether Rodriguez would 
play on Friday. 

Matsui hit his 18th and 19th 
homers in a temporary return to 
the cleanup spot usually occupied 
by Rodriguez. After the game, 
with ice packs on both knees, 
Matsui said that being used ex- 
clusively as a designated hitter 
to protect his legs has helped his 
hitting.

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Lee drives in 7: 


Cubs maul Bucs

CHICAGO — Derrek Lee 
capped Chicago’s 10-run, second- 
inning outburst with a three-run 
double and finished with seven 
RBIs as the Cubs snapped a five- 
game losing streak with a 17-2 
romp over the Pittsburgh Pirates 
on Friday. 

The Cubs led 14-0 after two in- 
nings. The last time they scored 
so many runs so quickly was June 
7, 1906 — 10 years before they 
moved into Wrigley Field. 

In addition to the three-run 
double in the second, Lee had a 
two-run double, a run-scoring 
single and a bases-loaded walk, 
all in four innings before being 
removed with the score 17-2. His 
RBI output matched a career 
high established July 2 against 
Milwaukee. 

The Cubs sent 15 batters to the 
plate and every starter scored at 
least once in Chicago’s first dou- 
ble-digit inning since 2004. Win- 
ning pitcher Randy Wells scored 
twice, and Lee’s double finished 
the inning. 

The Cubs’ loud bats had to 
compete for the fans’ attention 


with the earsplitting sound of the 
U.S. Air Force Thunderbirds fly- 
ing overhead in preparation for 
Saturday’s Chicago Air & Water 
Show. 

The Pirates have lost three in a 
row and 11 of 12. Charlie Morton 
(2-6) gave up 10 runs in one-plus 
inning before getting relieved by 
Chris Bootcheck, who allowed 
seven runs in 2?/3 innings. 

After averaging amere 3.4runs 
a game in losing seven of eight, 
the Cubs scored four in a first in- 
ning highlighted by Kosuke Fu- 
kudome’s three-run homer. 

Even though Milton Bradley 
(sore hip) and Aramis Ramirez 
(cold) were late scratches, the 
Cubs had their highest-scoring 
game since beating Milwaukee 
19-5 on April 30, 2008. 

Wells (9-5) did more than hold 
the Pirates to two runs in six in- 
nings. The rookie also walked 
and had an RBI single in the big 
inning and later added a double. 

The game began a stretch in 
which the Cubs will play 28 of 33 
games against teams with losing 
records. They are 40-22 against 
such teams, 19-33 against teams 
playing better than .500 ball.

Three homers cap 
Gomes struggle to 
vet back to majors

CINCINNATI — Jonny Gomes 
had hit three home runs in a game 
once before. This time meant 
more to him. 

Gomes homered in his first 
three at-bats to back Bronson 
Arroyo’s two-hitter and the Cin- 
cinnati Reds beat the Washington 
Nationals 7-0 on Thursday night. 

The three-homer game was 
Gomes’ first since July 30, 2005, 
against Kansas City. 

“This one’s a lot more emo- 
tional for me,” said Gomes, who 
opened the season with Triple-A 
Louisville after signing a minor- 
league contract with Cincinnati 
in January. He joined the Reds 
on May 22. “I was in Triple-A to 
start this thing off, and now — not 
too many at-bats later — I have 
three home runs.” 

Gomes hit two-run homers in 
the second and fourth innings 
and added a solo shot in the sixth 
to help the Reds build a 7-0 lead. 

He is the sixth player to hit 
three homers in a game this sea- 
son. Pittsburgh’s Andrew Mc- 
Cutchen was the last on Aug. 1. 

Gomes is the 24th player in 
franchise history to hit three 
home runs in a game. Ryan Hani- 
gan added a solo shot to give Ar- 
royo plenty of breathing room. 

Gomes’ outburst reminded 
manager Dusty Baker of the 
exploits of such storied slug- 


gers as Barry Bonds and Dave 
Kingman. 

“That was one the best perfor- 
mances I’ve seen in a long time,” 
Baker said. “We needed those 
runs and the victory, and that was 
an outstanding performance by 
Bronson, too. It was like he didn’t 
break a sweat.” 

Arroyo (11-11) was 0-3 in his 
previous four starts and hadn’t 
won since beating Milwaukee 4- 
0 on July 17. He allowed just one 
runner as far as second base. 
He walked one, hit a batter and 
struck out three. 

“That’s what a big-game pitch- 
er does — he saves the bullpen,” 
Baker said. “We were kind of 
running on fumes after getting in 
really late (from St. Louis).” 

Laynce Nix ended the game 
with a leaping catch of Ryan Zim- 
merman’s line drive at the left 
field wall, one of three impressive 
defensive plays turned in by the 
left fielder. 

“Early on, they hit a couple 
of balls hard, and Laynce made 
some great plays,” Arroyo said. 
“T got a lot of groundballs right at 
people on my changeup and sink- 
er. The ball rolled my way today, 
and those three runs we got early 
on were huge. Lately, it seems like 
I’ve had fight and scratch to keep 
the score close early.”

Panda's 1st year a keeper

NEW YORK — One year ago 
Friday, the San Francisco Giants 
had themselves a bouncing, new 
baby Panda. And life hasn’t been 
the same since. 

Pablo Sandoval made his major 
league debut on Aug. 14 last sea- 
son at Houston, and in 365 days 
(or 149 games, if that suits you 
better), here’s what he has done: 
.333 average, 185 hits, 20 home 
runs, 92 RBIs, 43 doubles, 4 tri- 
ples and a .906 OPS (on-base plus 
slugging percentage). 

In more qualitative terms, an 
extraordinary year. 

He has established himself as 
an everyday player, an elite hitter 
and a legitimate middle-of-the- 
order presence. 

He also is starting to establish 
himself in another way, too: as a 
leader. 

To find evidence of Sandoval’s 
stature on the club, look no fur- 
ther than his heated exchange 
with Los Angeles Dodgers catch- 
er Russell Martin on Wednesday. 
Giants shortstop Edgar Renteria, 
a decorated veteran, shot out of 
the dugout to defend Sandoval, 
and the rest of the team quickly 
followed. 

“T love that kid,’ catcher Ben- 


gie Molina said last week. “And I 
don’t worry about him. He’s going 
to do great things in this game.” 
Batting titles are great things. 
If Sandoval can catch Florida’s 
Hanley Ramirez, “Panda” would 
be the first NL player to win a bat- 
ting crown in his first full season 
since Tony Gwynn in 1984. 
Sandoval isn’t tracking the av- 
erages from one day to the next. 
“T don’t care about numbers,” 
said Sandoval, who turned 23 on 
Tuesday. “I care about what I do 
on the field every day. I’m a com- 
petition guy. I like the pressure. I 
want to show everybody we can 
do this. We can make the playoffs 
and go to the World Series. We 
need to win one series at a time.” 
He isn’t a quiet rookie. San- 
doval jabbers constantly in the 
dugout, cheers on teammates as 
if it’s a Little League game and 
is always quick with congratula- 
tions — usually a choreographed 
dance collection of high-fives, hip 
thrusts and facial expressions. 
Sandoval is still prone to a 
rookie mistake every now and 
then, particularly on the base- 
paths. Undoubtedly, he heard a 
word or two after he posed out of 
the batter’s box on his double in 
the ninth inning Wednesday, pos- 
sibly costing him an extra base 
and the Giants a run.

Brady’s return overshadowed by Vick deal

PHILADELPHIA — As news of Michael 
Vick’s deal with the Philadelphia Eagles 
spread, Tom Brady’s comeback became an 
afterthought. 

Brady’s return might not have created 
much buzz Thursday night, but he proved 
the knee injury that cost him last season 
is behind him. He threw two touchdown 
passes in his first game since tearing liga- 
ments in his left knee in Week 1 last year, 
leading the New England Patriots to a 27- 
25 victory over the Eagles in the preseason 
opener. 

“Preseason game doesn’t have quite the 
feel of a regular-season game, but to be 
out there on the field with my teammates 
and celebrate after a win, and the bus ride 
home ... those are the things you probably 
enjoy the most,” Brady said. 

Vick stole the headlines with news that 
the former Falcons quarterback signed a

one-year deal with an option for a second 
year with the Eagles. 

Brady, who used a protective brace, 
moved well in the pocket and showed no 
lingering effects of his surgically repaired 
left knee. He threw two touchdown passes 
to tight end Chris Baker, one in the first 
quarter and another in the second. 

Brady completed 10 of 15 passes for 100 
yards with one interception. 

All he missed out on was absorbing the 
big hit. 

“T was just going to hold the ball in the 
pocket, just kind of cuddle up with the 
ball,” Brady said. “I was saying, ‘Gosh, I 
wish somebody would just come up and 
blast me.’” 

The 2007 NFL MVP came out firing on 
New England’s second possession. He con- 
nected with Randy Moss over the middle 
for 13 yards, then threw a perfect deep ball 
to Moss down the right sideline. Former 


Patriots cornerback Asante Samuel was 
called for pass interference on the play, re- 
sulting in a 46-yard gain to the Eagles 18. 

Four plays later, Brady found Baker 
open for a 4-yard TD strike. 

“T thought he was sharp. He went out 
there and moved us up and down the field 
and put some points on the board,” Baker 
said. 

Steelers 20, Cardinals 10: At Pitts- 
burgh, Isaac Redman, an undrafted rookie 
from Bowie State playing long after the 
starters for both Super Bowl teams left the 
field, scored twice in the fourth quarter for 
the defending champion Steelers. 

Neither team scored a touchdown until 
rookie Joe Burnett intercepted a pass by 
third-teamer Brian St. Pierre, a former 
Steelers backup, and returned it to the 
Arizona 3 to end the third quarter. Red- 
man scored on the next play, and scored on 
a 5-yard run about 7 minutes later to end 
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an 80-yard drive led by No. 3 quarterback 
Dennis Dixon. 

Raiders 31, Cowboys 10: At Oakland, 
Calif, Bruce Gradkowski engineered 
three touchdown drives for the Raiders 
against mostly backups on Dallas’ defense, 
throwing a 3-yard touchdown pass to Tony 
Stewart in the second quarter. 

Cowboys star Tony Romo threw an 8- 
yard touchdown pass to Jason Witten to 
cap a brief but successful night. 

Ravens 23, Redskins O: At Baltimore, 
Joe Flacco led the Ravens to field goals 
on his only two series, and Troy Smith 
threw a touchdown pass against punchless 
Washington. 

Flacco completed nine of 15 passes for 
103 yards, and Smith completed 14 of 30 at- 
tempts for 200 yards, including a beat-the- 
clock 19-yard score to Justin Harper with 
5 seconds left in the first half.

Vannoy helps Wing 
defend softball title

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa 
— He’s been named All-Marine 
six times and All-Armed Forces 
twice. But not until Friday had 
Tim Vannoy ever put a Marine 
Corps Regional Softball Tourna- 
ment gold medal around his neck. 

Vannoy batted 2-for-3 and 
pitched the last three outs in re- 
lief of Richie Krause as Vannoy’s 
1st Marine Aircraft Wing repeat- 
ed its Far East Regional champi- 
onship, edging Marine Corps Air 
Station Iwakuni 5-3 at Gunner’s 
Fitness Center Softball Complex 
Field 1. 

“It’s outstanding. There’s no 
better feeling,” said Vannoy, 36, a 
master sergeant with 15 years of 
service. He won five silver med- 
als in regionals on Okinawa and 
the East and West coasts, but 
never gold. 

It was also the first gold medal 
as a coach for Krause, a three- 
time All-Marine. He said he im- 
parted three keys to victory to his 
players prior to the tournament. 

“Stay within yourself. Make 
the routine plays. Have fun,” he 
said. “I guaranteed them if they 
did, they’d be sitting here with 
the gold.” 

For Bob Willard, Friday’s vic- 
tory meant a second straight gold 
for himself as well as the team. 
And he played a big hand in it, 
lacing a liner between outfielders 
Ken Gilkey and James Albsmey- 
er for a three-run inside-the-park 
homer in the third which put 
Wing ahead to stay. 

Iwakuni had gone ahead 1-0 on 
Jeremy Press’ two-out RBI sin- 
gle. Following Willard’s homer, 
Chris Wine singled in a run, and 
tournament MVP Joshua O’Brien 
hit a sacrifice fly to make it 5-1 in 
the fifth. 

Then came what Iwakuni coach 


Michael Wilder called the game’s 
“turning point.” With runners on 
first and second and one out in 
the sixth, Aaron Marsh singled 
in a run, but a relay throw from 
O’Brien to shortstop Tim Dawsey 
to catcher Meaty Hinkhouse 
nailed Albsmeyer at home. 

Wilder argued with the umpires 
that Albsmeyer slid under the tag, 
but to no avail. “He was safe. That 
could have tied it for us,’ Wilder 
said of the aborted rally. “That 
was the backbreaker for us.” 

Iwakuni again threatened in 
the seventh, putting runners at 
first and third with one out, but 
pinch-hitter Keith Applegate was 
called out on strikes on a pitch 
he felt was “deep and outside.” 
Justin Rodriguez then singled 
in a run, but that was as close as 
Iwakuni got. 

Coaches and players called it a 
team effort. “Everyone contrib- 
uted,” Wine said.

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Panthers’ Smith makes surprise return

SPARTANBURG, S.C. — Four 
days after kicking his helmet in 
disgust and climbing into a golf 
cart thinking his shoulder was 
broken, Carolina receiver Steve 
Smith was smiling and throwing 
spirals. 

Fittingly, Smith’s surprisingly 
quick return to practice Friday 
ended with a throw-and-catch 
session with inexperienced re- 
ceiver Kenny Moore. They spent 
much of the offseason working 
out together with Smith’s young 
son toting along, an experience 
that conflicted with the Carolina 
star’s loner persona — and re- 
newed his enthusiasm. 

“Tt gave me those childhood 
memories of what I grew up with. 
I really liked how I felt, falling 
back in love with the game,” Smith 
said. “So getting hurt, that’s why 
I took it out on my helmet. Seven 
months of working hard, and then 
in seven seconds you’re back in 
the same position ... but it’s not 
broken.” 

X-rays were negative Monday 
night, and after a day in a sling, 
Smith had progressed to an exer- 
cise bike. It was still thought he’d 
miss most, if not all, of the exhibi- 
tion season. So the sight of Smith 
running with his teammates 
in full pads Friday morning at 
training camp shocked onlookers. 
Saying he suffered just a “pretty 
good bone bruise,” Smith partici- 
pated in individual drills before 
sitting out the team workout and 
avoiding contact. “It doesn’t hurt 
as much. Sleep is kind of difficult, 
but it’s all right,” said Smith, who 
wore a wrap under his shoulder 
pads. “I wouldn’t say I woke up 
and said, ‘OK, I’m healed.’ But it’s 
getting more tolerable.” 

Smith might sit out Monday’s 
exhibition opener at the New York 
Giants, but his speedy return was 
welcome news for coach John 
Fox, who lost starting defensive 
tackle Maake Kemoeatu to a sea- 
son-ending torn Achilles’ tendon 
on the first day of camp. 

“T think he’ll make it,” Fox said, 
smiling. “I think the early prog- 
nosis around the country was 
maybe not, but he’ll be OK.” 

The Panthers can’t afford to 
lose their top receiver, who had 
78 catches for 1,421 yards and six 
touchdowns last season.

SANTA CLARA, Calif. — 
Shaun Hill is a big reason Mike 
Singletary became San Francis- 
co’s head coach and shed the in- 
terim tag from his title. Not that it 
matters much now. 

Singletary was going with Hill 
as the 49ers’ starting quarterback 
for their exhibition opener Friday 
night against the Denver Bron- 
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cos, yet insisted Thursday this is 
no hint who will be under center 
come the regular season. 

“Shaun Hill will start the game. 
I do not know who will start next 
week,” Singletary said. “Really, 
it could have been Shaun Hill or 
Alex Smith we chose, so don’t 
read anything into it.” 

Hill, who worked with the No. 
1 offense during the team’s walk- 
through Thursday, went 5-3 over 
the Niners’ final eight games last 
season and 2-0 as a fill-in starter 
in 2007. He has shown he can lead 
the team and, ultimately, win. 
That is a big factor for an orga- 
nization that has endured a fran- 
chise-worst six successive losing 
seasons. 


Sprained toe to sideline 
T.0. against Bears 


PITTSFORD, N.Y. — Terrell 
Owens will miss the Buffalo Bills’ 
exhibition game against the Chi- 
cago Bears this weekend because 
of a sprained toe that has prevent- 
ed him from practicing all week. 

Coach Dick Jauron ruled 
Owens out of Saturday’s game 
after practice Thursday night, 
saying the toe is healing but the 
team doesn’t want to take any 
chances with the receiver aggra- 
vating the injury. 
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Though Jauron didn’t have 
a timetable for when Owens 
could resume practicing, Owens 
tweeted earlier in the day that he 
expects to return to the field Mon- 
day. He added that fans don’t need 
to worry about his injury. 

He’s been out since jamming 
his toe in a 21-18 loss to Tennessee 
in the Hall of Fame last weekend. 
He had two catches for 27 yards 
in his Bills debut. He signed a 
one-year $6.5 million deal with 
the team in March, shortly after 
being released by Dallas. 


Seahawks’ Curry set 
to make debut 


RENTON, Wash. — Aaron 
Curry kept the Seattle Seahawks 
waiting for more than a week be- 
fore showing up at training camp. 
But the team isn’t going to delay 
the professional debut of the No. 4 
overall pick in the draft. 

On the day Seattle’s most ten- 
ured star, Walter Jones, returned 
to practice for the first time since 
July 31, coach Jim Mora said 
Thursday that Curry will see ex- 
tensive playing time in Saturday’s 
exhibition opener against San 
Diego, perhaps the most of any 
prospective Seattle starter. 

After first saying he wasn’t 
going to make public how long 
some of his starters would play, 
Mora said that Curry likely will 
play into the third quarter and 
be shifted all over the defense. 
Curry will be used at linebacker, 
and line up at right end to give the 
Seahawks an opportunity to see 
his pass rush. 

“You know, if there’s one thing 
that I would look for is watch 
Aaron Curry and see how he 
rushes as an end. We’re going 
to find out a little bit, you know? 
I’m excited to see it,’ Mora said. 
“There’s no sense in waiting.” 


Culpepper to start 
opener for Lions 


ALLEN PARK, Mich. — 
Daunte Culpepper will start at 
quarterback in the Detroit Lions’ 
exhibition opener against the At- 
lanta Falcons on Saturday. 

Lions coach Jim Schwartz 
said Friday that top draft pick 
Matthew Stafford will enter the 
game at some point in the second 
quarter. 

Culpepper, 32, wants to start 
the season for the Lions, although 
he knows that Stafford is the 
team’s future. Stafford, a former 
Georgia star, said he has learned 
a lot from his veteran teammate. 

Detroit is coming off the NFL’s 
first 0-16 season.

@ Lions general manager Mar- 
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tin Mayhew said he hopes to know 
soon what commissioner Roger 
Goodell decides to do about Grady 
Jackson’s playing status. Mayhew 
said Goodell had indicated he 
would make a decision about De- 
troit’s defensive tackle “well be- 
fore” the season starts. Jackson 
was on a list of players last season 
accused of using a diuretic, which 
can serve as a masking agent for 
steroids. He was not suspended. 


Packers, No. 1 pick Raji 
are close to deal 


GREEN BAY, Wis. — Green 
Bay Packers coach Mike Mc- 
Carthy said the team was close to 
signing first-round draft pick B.J. 
Raji on Thursday night, potential- 
ly ending a contract holdout that 
has lasted nearly two weeks. 

The Packers took the former 
Boston College defensive tackle 
with the No. 9 overall pick, but he 
has been without a deal since the 
team reported to training camp 
July 31. 

“I know we’re close,” McCar- 
thy said after practice. “That’s 
what I was told before I came to 
practice.” 

The Milwaukee Journal Senti- 
nel reported on its Web site Thurs- 
day that the sides had reached an 
agreement in principle. It can’t 
come soon enough for McCarthy. 

“T’d love to see him,” McCarthy 
said. “I hope, I hope, I hope.” 

At 6-1 and 337 pounds, Raji has 
a rare combination of size, power 
and quickness. He and fellow 
Packers first-rounder Clay Mat- 
thews III are expected to become 
cornerstones of the 3-4 defense 
being installed by new defensive 
coordinator Dom Capers. 


Jury begins deliberations

Vick knows he might never be 
forgiven by some people. 

“T understand to a certain de- 
gree, but our country is a country 
of second chances,” he said. “I 
paid my debt to society. I spent 
two years in prison. ... That was 
a humbling experience. I can’t 
explain how deeply hurt and how 
sorry I was.” 

Eagles owner Jeffrey Lurie 
said he did serious “soul search- 
ing” regarding Vick. The owner 
said he met with Vick for hours 
and is convinced he can become a 
force in stopping animal cruelty. 

“TI needed to see a lot of self- 
hatred in order to approve this,” 
Lurie said. 

Lurie said that if Vick doesn’t 
actively work with the commu- 
nity and with the humane soci- 
ety, his signing will be a “terrible 
decision.” 

“There’s no third chances and 
we know that. If it isn’t fulfilled 
the way we expect it to be, then it 
will be the end,” Lurie said. 

Commissioner Roger Goodell 
conditionally lifted Vick’s sus- 
pension on July 27, allowing him 
to sign with a team, practice and 
play in the last two exhibition. 
Once the season begins, Vick can 
participate in all team activities 
except games, and Goodell said 
he would consider Vick for full 
reinstatement by Oct. 18-19 at the 
latest. 

The Eagles reached the NFC 
championship game last season, 
but are still looking for their elu- 
sive first Super Bowl victory. 

Vick thanked Reid and Eagles 
ownership for taking a gamble on 
him. He also personally thanked 
McNabb for lobbying the team on 
his behalf. 

“Tm glad that coach Reid 
and the rest of the organization 
stepped forward,’ Vick said. 
“’m glad I got the opportunity 
and the second chance. I won’t 
disappoint.” 

Asked if some Eagles fans will 
be angry that the team signed 
Vick, Reid said, “Not everybody 
agrees with every decision. I 
expect the public to have some 
questions initially.” 

Reid said he hopes fans will 
trust that the team did its home- 
work on Vick and signed him 
because the team believes the 
quarterback is a changed man 
who is ready to return to football. 

Vick, who said he has no more 
pets, said he planned to work in 
the community and with the hu- 
mane society to prove he can help 
more animals than he’s hurt. 

Vick will practice with the Ea- 
gles on Saturday. 

“I’m ready to go,” he said. 

Reid called Vick “one of the 
greatest quarterbacks” in the 
league two years ago. With 
McNabb firmly entrenched as the 
starter, Vick will have to look at 
playing another position. 

“There won’t be a quarterback 
controversy,” Reid said. 

Reid consulted with McNabb 
before signing Vick, who went to 
three Pro Bowls in six seasons 
with the Falcons. 

“TI pretty much lobbied to get 
him here,’ McNabb said. “He’s 
no threat to me, not for (backup 
Kevin) Kolb. We had the opportu- 


nity to add another weapon to our 
offense.” 

McNabb has led the Eagles 
to five NFC title games and one 
Super Bowl appearance in the 
past eight years and was reward- 
ed with a $5.3 million raise in the 
offseason. The Eagles tore up his 
old contract with two years re- 
maining, and gave him a new deal 
worth $24.5 million over the next 
two seasons. 

Philadelphia was among 26 
clubs that said it was not inter- 
ested in Vick, but that might have 
changed when Kolb strained a 
knee ligament this week. Kolb’s 
injury isn’t serious and he’s ex- 
pected to return next week. The 
Eagles also have veteran A.J. 
Feeley. 

The most likely scenario would 
be for the Eagles to use Vick in a 
variation of the Wildcat offense 
that the Miami Dolphins made 
popular last season. Vick also is 
familiar with the West Coast of- 
fense, though he ran a different 
version with Atlanta than the one 
Philadelphia uses. 

Reid did not specifically ad- 
dress how he would use Vick. 

“T will say, though, that he will 
contribute,” Reid said. “You can 
ask defensive coordinators on 
other teams if they’re worried 
about that.” 

The deal was announced dur- 
ing Thursday night’s exhibition 
opener against the New England 
Patriots. Suddenly, no one cared 
about Tom Brady’s first game in 
11 months. 

When news of Vick’s signing 
circulated in the press box, even 
the team’s public relations staff 
seemed surprised. 

The crowd quickly caught on 
at Lincoln Financial Field. Fans 
standing on the concourse were 
in disbelief. One guy wondered 
how quickly he’d be able to buy a 
Vick jersey. Another asked if this 
was a joke. 

“Tt doesn’t make any sense,” 
said Michelle Harlan, a mother 
attending her first NFL game 
with a young son. 

The animal rights group, Peo- 
ple for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals, wasted no time remind- 
ing people exactly what Vick had 
done. 

“PETA and millions of decent 
football fans around the world are 
disappointed that the Eagles de- 
cided to sign a guy who hung dogs 
from trees. He electrocuted them 
with jumper cables and held them 
under water,’ PETA spokesman 
Dan Shannon told The Associated 
Press. 

“You have to wonder what sort 
of message this sends to young 
fans who care about animals and 
don’t want them to be harmed.” 

Since Reid became the head 
coach in 1999, the Eagles have 
avoided players with character 
issues. The lone exception came 
in 2004 when Philadelphia ac- 
quired wide receiver Terrell 
Owens. That move paid off when 
Owens helped lead the Eagles to 
the Super Bowl in his first sea- 
son. But Owens quickly wore out 
his welcome, criticizing manage- 
ment over a contract dispute and 
feuding with McNabb. He was re- 
leased midway through the 2005 
season.

Bogey-iree 67 gives 
Woods I-shot lead 
over Harrington

CHASKA, Minn. — Tiger 
Woods smiled and gave a thumbs- 
up sign, although it wasn’t for 
anything he did in the PGA 
Championship. 

Standing on the green of the 
606-yard 11th hole at Hazeltine, 
he was shocked to see that a player 
in the group behind him — Alvaro 
Quiros — had hit his second shot 
into the wind and onto the green. 
“That’s just stupid long, isn’t it?” 
Woods said. “I used to be able to 
move the ball — not anymore. I 
just plod around, shoot 67.” 

That formula worked to near 
perfection Thursday, when Woods 
opened with a 5-under 67 to build 
a one-shot lead over defending 
champion Padraig Harrington. 
It was an ideal start in his final 
chance to win a major this year. 

“It was a very positive start,” 
Woods said. “When I’m playing 
well, I usually don’t make that 
many mistakes.” 

Woods didn’t do anything sen- 
sational. He picked his targets 
and usually hit them. Only two 
of his birdie putts were inside 12 
feet, on par 5s that he was able to 
reach in two. He made no bogeys, 
only the third time he has done 
that in the first round of a major. 

Mostly, he had no complaints. 

Not since the British Open at 
Carnoustie two years ago has 
Woods managed to break 70 in 
the opening round of a major. Not 
since St. Andrews four years ago 
has he had the lead to himself 
after the first round. More telling 
was a scorecard without a blem- 
ish. It was the only the third time 
that Woods opened a major with 
a bogey-free round. The others 
were in the 2000 U.S. Open and 
the 2000 British Open, tourna- 
ments he won by a combined 23 
shots. 

Harrington, who lost a three- 
shot lead to Woods last week in 
the Firestone Invitational, stayed 
with Woods through the steamy, 
breezy morning in suburban Min- 
neapolis until a bunker shot on 
the par-5 seventh was too strong 
and he made par as Woods picked 
up a birdie. 

“There’s a factor that Tiger is 
5-under par and looks like he’s 
playing well, and looks like he 
could move away,” Harrington 
said. “And the key will be, obvi- 
ously, if he’s moving away to make 
sure I’m moving with him.” 

Phil Mickelson struggled off 
the tee and with short putts in 
a round of 74. In the traditional 
group of major champions, U.S. 
Open winner Lucas Glover was 
the only one to break par with a 
71. Masters champion Angel Ca- 
brera had a 76, and British Open 
winner Stewart Cink had two 
double bogeys in a round of 73.

winners of the past three PGAs, 
played in the morning when the 
greens were relatively smooth and 
the wind had just begun to swirl 
through the tree-lined fairways. 
Equally impressive were former 
PGA champions Vijay Singh and 
David Toms, who shot 69s in the 
afternoon, and should get better 
conditions in the second round. 
Singh hit his best shot around the 
trees and into the sun, not seeing 
that it spun back an inch or two 
from the hole at No. 16. 

Quiros and Robert Allenby also 
shot 69 in the morning. 

Woods missed only two fair- 
ways — he hit driver on six holes 
— and three greens. He came 
close to making bogey only twice, 
on the 18th and first holes, and 
saved par with 6-foot putts. 

He looked nothing like the guy 
who was slamming clubs and 
looking for a lost ball in the Brit- 
ish Open at Turnberry last month, 
when he missed the cut in a major 
for only the second time in his ca- 
reer. Woods had a chance to ex- 
pand his lead with birdie putts 
of 12 and 15 feet on the last two 
holes, but they burned the lip. 

“Something Ive always be- 
lieved in is just keep yourself 
around,” Woods said. “You don’t 
have to be eight ahead after the 
first round. Just got to keep plod- 
ding along. Major championships 
are set up so they’re difficult. 
They beat you into making mis- 
takes. And the whole idea is not to 
make many mistakes.” 

A few tees were moved forward 
to account for the wind. Even so, 
Hazeltine played 7,660 yards from 
the tee to the hole, and Woods 
made some of his best birdies with 
long clubs. He opened his scoring 
with a 3-iron to 20 feet at No. 12, 
and picked up three birdies on 
the par 5s, including a 3-wood to a 
back bunker of the 651-yard 15th, 
with a breeze at his back. He took 
the outright lead on the par-S sev- 
enth with a 349-yard tee shot, fol- 
lowed by a 6-iron to 30 feet. 

“He’s human,” Allenby said. 
“And the golf course is in front of 
all of us. And, obviously, he’s the 
best in the world, so we expect 
him to win, because he’s the best. 
He should. But you know what? 
It’s three more days to go. And a 
lot can happen.”

Eagles gamble on disgraced star 


Quarterback, seeking second chance 
alter dogtighting conviction, 1s given 
one-year deal with option for second

PHILADELPHIA — The remorseful Michael 
Vick wants a second chance and a fresh start with 
the Philadelphia Eagles — and knows he won’t be 
easily forgiven by fans. 

“TI know I’ve done some terrible things, made a 
horrible mistake. Now I want to be part of the so- 
lution and not the problem,” Vick said Friday, re- 
ferring to his conviction for his role in running a 
dogfighting ring. 

Vick was introduced during a news conference a 
day after signing a one-year deal with an option for 
a second year with the Eagles. 

Vick was flanked by Eagles coach Andy Reid and 
mentor Tony Dungy. 

“T really got the sense he wanted to do some great 
things,’ Dungy said. “He wanted to be a positive 
role model for young people. He wanted to get back 
to his family.”

Vick, 29, once the NFL’s highest-paid player, has 
been out of action since 2006. The former Atlanta 
Falcons star served 18 months of a 23-month sen- 
tence in federal prison. 

He also was suspended indefinitely by the NFL. 

“For the life of me, I can’t understand why I was 
involved in such pointless activity,” Vick said. “Why 
did I risk so much at the pinnacle of my career?” 

Vick said he felt remorse even as he was involved 
in dogfighting. 

“There was a point in my life where I felt it was 
wrong and I knew it was wrong,” he said. “To 
this day I have to live with that shame and that 
embarrassment.” 

Vick, who said he wants to be the “best ambas- 
sador to the NFL and community,” said he hoped to 
play in a regular-season game soon. He asked for a 
second chance, but expected he won’t be easily for- 
given by fans or the public.

Quick questions about Michael Vick 


Don’t the Eagles have a quarterback? 

They have three: starter Donovan McNabb, backup Kevin Kolb, who 
Strained a knee ligament this week, and A.J. Feeley. According to Eagles 
coach Andy Reid, McNabb’s starting job is secure. McNabb seems OK 
with the signing, too. “l pretty much lobbied to get him here,” the QB 
said Thursday night after the Eagles’ exhibition loss to the New England 
Patriots. 

If they don’t need him at quarterback, how will the team use Vick? 

Philly could line up the athletic Vick, who set an NFL record for quarter- 
backs with 1,039 rushing yards in 2006, at receiver, but the most likely 
scenario seems to be using him in a variation of the Wildcat offense popu- 
larized by the Miami Dolphins last season. 

Can Vick still play after so much time away from the NFL? 

Only time will tell, but the Eagles seem to think so, or at least they’re 
willing to gamble on the former Pro Bowler regaining his form. “I will say, 
though, that he will contribute,” Reid said. “You can ask defensive coordi- 
nators on other teams if they’re worried about that.” 

Can Vick play right away? 

As a condition of his reinstatement, Vick can play in the final two ex- 
hibition games, NFL commissioner Roger Goodell said. Once the season 
begins, Vick can participate in all team activities except for games. Goodell 
said he would consider Vick for full reinstatement by the sixth week of the 


season (Oct. 18). 
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
